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MINUTES OF THE THIRTY-POURTH CONVENTION 


oF THE 


Evangelical Lutheran Synod 


OHIO AND OTHER STATES. 


: Pursuant to the call of the Honorable President, the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio and Other States met in 
its thirty-fourth convention, the second time as a delegate body, 
in the Evangelical Lutheran St. John’s Church, Rev. H. P. Dan- 
necker pastor, at Ft. Wayne, Ind., on September 1, 1898, at 9 
a.m. The worthy President, C. H. L. Schuette, D. D., preached 
the synodical sermon on Phil. 3, 12-14, after which synod was 
formally opened by him according to the liturgy of Synod. 

The sessions of Synod were held in the beautiful and commo- 
dious school hall of St. John’s congregation. The roll call 
showed present sixty-seven voting members, thirty-four advisory 
members and forty guests; total 141. The delegates are dis- 
tributed among the different districts as follows:

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Another biennial period of our labors together has been added 
to the record of the past. It has pleased an ever faithful God in 
His mercy and forbearance to spare us; and, though we have 
been unprofitable servants, to keep us in His truth, retain us 
in His employ, and by the words of our lips to give knowledge 
of salvation to His people. “It is of the Lord’s mercies that 
we are not consumed, because His compassions fail not.” Lament. 
3, 22. “Behold, bless ye the Lord, all ye servants of the Lord, 
which by night stand in the house of the Lord. Lift up your 
hands in the sanctuary, and bless the Lord.” Ps. 134. “Praise 
the Lord, O Jerusalem; praise thy God, O Zion. For He has 
strengthened the bars of thy gates: hath blessed thy chil- 
dren within thee. He maketh peace in thy borders, and filleth 
thee with the finest of the wheat. He sendeth forth His com- 
mandment upon earth. His word runneth very swiftly... Praise 
ye the Lord!” Ps. 147. 7 


Without doubt, the preponderance of business awaiting dis- 
charge at our hands will present itself in the ever recurring ques- 
tions of ways and means such as it is left for us with God’s help 
to devise and procure in order that we may prosecute the work 
committed to us. True, in discussions and labors also of this 
sort, Christ is our foundation, His word our rule and guide, and 
His kingdom the end and aim of all our efforts; nevertheless, 
the matter in hand is such as, lying within the province of reason, 
is largely subject to human discernment and resolution. For 
this reason it can hardly be expected that a unanimous opinion 
will be arrived at on all points; but if we continue to be of the 
same mind together according to Christ Jesus, such differences 
will not likely result in great harm to the work we are engaged in. 


Concerning church-usages, commonly called adiaphora or 
things morally indifferent — such as organizations, constitutions,

orders, enactments, contrivances, ceremonies, etc., devised and 
introduced by men — we believe, teach and confess with the Form. 
of Concord, Epit. X. 

1. That they are things, used or done, whith are neither 
commanded nor forbidden in the Word of God; are employed 
for the sake of order and prosperity in the church, but in and 
by themselves constitute no divine service nor a part of it; 

2. That the Church of God of every time and place has the 
authority to change such ceremonies as it may seem expedient to 
her to do so for profit and edification to the Church of God; 

3. That in so doing due regard be had to prudence, no 
offence be given, and especially that forbearance be exercised 
toward the weak in the faith; and 

4. That in times of persecution, when a clear and unmis- 
takable profession of faith is demanded of us, we are not to yield 
to the enemy even in things indifferent; as the apostle declares: 
“Stand fast therefore in the liberty wherewith Christ hath made 
you free, and be not entangled again with the yoke of bondage.” 


To these declarations of our Confession I beg leave to append 
a few remarks together with such applications as are pertinent 
to our common work and as may possibly be of some service 
to us. I so conclude from the conviction I have that among 
the offences and evils manifest in the life of the Church not a 
few originate in mistaken views concerning the true nature and 
the exact boundary-lines of Christian liberty. 


In the first place it behooves us gratefully to acknowledge 
that with regard to things created it has pleased God to vest us, 


within limits by no means narrow, with rights and liberties of use 
and non-use and of personal judgment and choice. To realize 
how clearly true this is we need but direct our attention to the 
facts as these present themselves all around us and in every phase 
of human activity. In common and in church life as well — in 
the discharge of Christian duties, in worship, and in our labors 
to advance God's kingdom — we freely use and we freely do what- 
soever is lawful to us with the one proviso that it be expedient 
also. See 1 Cor. 6, 12. As members together of the body of

Christ we enter into associations devised by men, move in forms 
cast by men, walk by rules set up by men, avail ourselves of 
means and helps such as men have contrived, selected and con- 
secrated for use. And in all this we are enabled to preserve our 
consciences devoid of offence; knowing, as we do, that the earth 
is the Lord’s and the fulness thereof, that every creature as by 
Him made is good, and that whereas Christ is made Lord over 
all things in the world present no less than in the world to come, 
they have become ours to profit withal, each one according to 
the gift received, so that God may be glorified. 


The explanatory words of our Confession, “commonly called 
adiaphora,” are well chosen. For purposes of exact definition 
and clear teaching the term cannot be well dispensed with, and 
is therefore justifiable; but in no case as applied to actual life. 
Human actions not commanded nor forbidden in God’s Word, 
and considered apart from the heart’s motives that induce them, 
as also from the circumstances under which they are performed, 
are spoken of as being morally indifferent. And this is done to 
distinguish them from such actions as are comprehended in 
some express commandment of God. Considered, therefore, 
with reference to its outward form and effect only, a deed 
may very properly be called adiaphorous; but never its doing 
as by men; for as done by a moral being, the deed is either mor- 
ally good or morally bad, and must as such be accounted for. 
And this the Scriptures plainly teach us; if not in so many words, 
yet by direct conclusions from what they say, and that are imper- 
ative. In words widely comprehensive, and yet in detail, we are 
admonished: ‘Whether therefore ye eat or drink, or whatsoever 
ye do, do all to the glory of God.” 1 Cor. 10, 31. And what- 
‘soever ye do in word or deed, do all in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, giving thanks to God and the Father by Him.” Col. 3, 
17. “A good man out of the good treasure of the heart bringeth 
forth good things: and an evil man out of the evil treasure bring- 
eth forth evil things. But I say unto you, that every idle word 
that men shall speak, they shall give account thereof in the day 
of judgment.” Matt. 12, 35. 36.. “For we must all appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ; that every man may receive the

things done in his body, according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad. 2 Cor. 5, 10. 

And yet how very prolific is the deceitfulness of sin within. 
the sphere of things allowed or not disallowed! Under sign and 
seal of letters patent both old and new, such as, “Yea, hath God. 
said?” or That's certainly not forbidden?!” or “In such things 
I suffer no man to judge me!” and the like, what a multitude 
of transgressions creep into the Christian's daily life; and how 
many the foxes and little foxes that run to and fro in the Lord’s 
vineyard, working destruction with no one to hinder them or 
drive them out. ’ 

To provide a fine home and expensive clothing for one’s. 
self, wife and children is not wrong, for the Scriptures do not 
forbid it; but how if it be done at the expense of distressed and. 
pressing journeymen carpenters and dressmakers? Eating and 
drinking are adiaphora; swilling is not; and that it is a gross 
sin, is preached to us from the housetops wherever we go; but. 
that the good Lord condemns alike the glutton and the toper, 
of that those same good preachers seem to be blissfully oblivious ; 
if not, it is hard to understand how they can charge their stom- 
achs with food to the verge of casting. To supply oneself with 
a stately number of books, and with reading matter both plentiful 
and good, is almost a praise; but if thereby one exposes himself 
to the danger of being set down as a dead-beat customer, then. 
what might be a virtue is become a vice. 


=... 


. The use and non-use of things, and acts of commission and 
of omission, when of God assigned to the sphere of liberty, do 
not thereby become the lawful prey of man’s arbitrary will and 
pleasure. Arbitrariness is self-will; or the will in so far as it 
renounces God, declares itself independent, and therefore acts 
contrary to Him. Liberty, on the other hand, consists in a hearty 
concurrence of the human will with the divine. “If therefore 
the Son make you free, ye shall be free indeed.” John-8, 36. 
That is to say: if the Son so renew your hearts and reign in them. 
that ye grow up as the children of God as by a law of the new 
nature given you, and you delight in doing the Father’s will, 
then are ye free indeed. And inasmuch as the liberty thus defined. 
implies a complete surrender and full devotion to God, it is very 
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properly called a servitude or bondage; howbeit, a blessed bond- 
service, because it is one unto God and His righteousness. Comp. 
Rom. 6, 18, etc. 

Arbitrariness is a most calamitous perversion of true liberty; 
and egregiously blind in its pretensions to represent the latter. 
It is opinionated, dogmatical, licentious, and not infrequently an 
enemy to law and order however good; and thus, contrary to 
the plain teaching of Scripture, it uses “liberty for a cloak of 
maliciousness.” Wherever the Word of God declares men to 
be but stewards — as in the case of temporal things, including 
the powers of body and soul —there the arbitrary man is apt 
to demean himself as a sovereign proprietor, to do as he pleases, 
and fain to appropriate to himself the speech of the man in the 
parable, “Is it not lawful to do what I will with mine own?” 
without however assimilating that good man’s kindness of heart 
or imitating his example in well-doing. And, alas, the first to 
suffer at the hands of such an one is the church. 

Then again we hear it said, or muttered, O well, it's the 
church- council, the congregation, the conference, the district, the 
synod, that resolved — they’re human, and are liable to err; what 
matters it, I can do as I please!” Very true, you can do as you 
‘please; and, by all means, as you please to, so do; for constraint 
is an evil that vitiates good actions. At the same time you would 
do well to inquire whether it may not displease God if in this 
matter or that you decline to be led by the counsels of brethren 
and, by declining to subject your will to theirs, refuse to serve 
them as best you are able. Even as it is written: “To him there- 
fore that knoweth to do good, and doeth it not, to him it is sin.” 
James 4, 17; a word as plain as it is universal in its application. 
Moreover, when St. Paul speaks of the divers gifts, powers and 
ministrations by the Spirit, particularly in the Church, he says 
that “ the manifestation of the Spirit is given to every man to 
profit withal.” 1 Cor. 12, 7. Wherefore, whoever desires to be 
accounted a useful and honorable member of the body of Christ, 
let him give heed to himself in this particular and do what the 
will of the Lord is. 

Were arbitrariness — even when confined to the province of 
things indifferent — at all justifiable, and free sway given it, then 
would all association and united effort on the part of men be 
rendered ineffective and useless, if not entirely impossible. Chris- 
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tian synods, for example, and even Christian congregations as 
externally organized, can not be said to rest their establishment 
on a plain and direct word of institution divinely promulgated. 
Nevertheless, and as generally admitted, a Christian sins griev- 
ously against God, himself and his neighbor, if he wilfully neg- 
lects to acquire active church-membership or to perform the part 
of a member. A like sin do congregations, pastors and teachers. 
commit who, the opportunity being given them, simply will not 
join a synod of their faith; or, having done so, refuse to do their 
duty. Granted that these bodies are not divine institutions, and 
in so far may be cla adiaphorous in their appointment and 
existence, yet are they crejtions of the Spirit of God as He is 
pleased to dwell in the hearts of His children and to operate 
through them to the building up of His kingdom. “Quench 
not the Spirit”; 1 Thess. 5, 19; neither in your own hearts nor 
in the hearts of others; no, not in any matter whatsoever, know- 
ing that it is the same Spirit wherewith ye are sealed unto the 


day of redemption. 


In their judgments and conclusions touching things morally 
indifferent, Christians must have due regard to the wellbeing of 
their neighbors, and Christian congregations to the common 
interests of the church at large. And this as set forth in para- 
graphs 2 and 3, as quoted from our Confession. Thanks to His 
unspeakable grace by Christ Jesus, the salvation of the individual 
man and of the Church is God’s own concern and cause; and 
it is His will, plainly expressed, that in the use of our liberty 
we “Look not every man on his own things, but every man also 
on the things of others.” Phil. 2, 4. “All things are lawful for 
me, but all things are not expedient; all things are lawful for 
me, but all things edify not. Let no man seek his own, but every 
man another’s (good)... Give none offence, neither to the Jews, 
nor to the Gentiles, nor to the Church of God: even as I please 
all men in all things, not seeking mine own profit, but the profit 
of many, that they may be saved. Be ye followers of me, even 
as I also am of Christ.” 1 Cor. 10, 23, etc. From this it is clear 
that in the use of the adiaphorous, we are not to offend and injure 
any man, but rather to edify and profit him. Failing to do this, 
we abuse our liberty, we sin, and sin doubly if thereby we do.

injury to them who are the children of God—the apple of His 
eye. 
In conclusion permit me to make an application or two of 
the teachings of this paragraph to certain evils we have to con- 
tend with in our own body. — Which is the more beautiful, the 
service as ordered by L. or that by M.? Whose hymnal offers 
the best selection, N.’s or O.’s? Is not Dick’s collection of mel- 
odies to be preferred to Tom's? Whose church paper is the best 
for the money? Here are the primers, readers, histories, lesson- 
leaves, etc., as prepared by X. and by Y. and by Z. — which shall 
I introduce? These all and many others of like import are ques- 
‘tions upon which each man is free to form his own judgment — 
‘but not, in each case, to make it practically effective also. Before 
he does this there are other questions to be asked and satisfied. 

If, for example, he who would act as both judge and jury 
in this case has previously entered into combination with others 
for the purpose of publishing and marketing books and papers 
-of the sort in question, then has it become an affair of duty and 
honor to give home productions a decided preference, and thus 
‘support the enterprise he has become a party to by his own choice; 


-and this even in case he somewhat suffer by it in one way or the 


other. Should he feel himself inclined to complain of inferior 
ware at high prices, it behooves him to make sure whether or 
not there is reasonable ground for dissatisfaction; and if so, 
whether it cannot be removed. 

As a rule, the price of an article hitches on the demand there 
‘is for it. To illustrate this, let us say that the production of a 
weekly paper having 3000 subscribers amounts to just $3000 an- 
nually, or to $1.00 per number for the year; then it will be found 
that 6000 copies can be issued at a cost of $4000 annually, or 
for 66 cents to every reader. In short, the key to the question 
how a good book or paper can be published at reasonable prices 
is found in the hands of the reading public; and it must be evi- 
dent how very unreasonable it is to ask papers and books to be 
printed and sold equal in size, quality and contents to such as 
enjoy a ten or twenty fold greater number of takers — and pay- 
ers, too. 

Brethren, by the grace of God our synod has attained a posi- 
tion of mental and numerical strength that would enable it to 
do good work at acceptable prices along the way of Christian 
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literature; but it cannot use this strength successfully to the 
church and satisfactorily to its members, unless we all stand and 
labor together in order to do it. And this, according to the pre- 
amble to our constitution, is a specified part of the work set before 
us, and — let no one overlook this — a part of our agreement 
and plight. It is a matter therefore, in which we should endeavor 
to keep our consciences clean and clear. Love asks us to do this; 
the needs and the interests of our Church require it; and the Lord 
stands ready to bless. Were it a demand instead of a plea and 
prayer; were it the voice of an enemy who would ensnare or 
enslave us; were it a hurt to the Church and not a help that is 
contemplated — then would a strong aril unequivocal -eonfession 
require us to assert ourselves and to stand fast in the liberty where- 
with Christ has made us free. “For, brethren, ye have been called 
unto liberty; only use not liberty for an occasion to the flesh, 
but by love serve one another.” Gal. 5, 13. 

“Walk about Zion, and go round about her; tell the towers 
thereof. Mark ye well her bulwarks, consider her palaces, that 
ye may tell it to the generations following. For this God is our 
God forever and ever: He will be our Guide, even unto death.” 
Ps. 48, 13-15.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


A. LUTHER LEAGUES. 


In obedience to instructions received two years ago, I herewith sub- 
mit to your Hon. Body a number of theses setting forth the principles 
that underlie or should underlie, the organization and activity of ‘Luther 
Leagues, and other societies of like nature. 


1. Wisdom and duty require that a congregation, by timely teach- 
ing and exercise, train its youth for active church-membership; and it 
is part of Synod’s business to see to it that congregations be found faith- 
ful in this matter, and to counsel them in order to 


2. Whether, to this end and as superadded to the school and Chris- 
tenlehre, extra association is necessary, helpful, and therefore to be ad- 
vised, is a question which cannot be safely and satisfactorily answered 
except by experience. True, leagues have become a matter of fact 
among us; but it is too early in the day to say, whether for weal or woe 
to the church. 


8. A local society can have no lawful existence except by grant of 
its parent congregation; nor a league of such societies, except by special 
synodical authorization. There is no room in the Church for such as- 
sociations unless these are considered in the light of commissions to the 
bodies they derive their charter from. 


4. Authorization, whether by congregation or by synod, includes 
the approval of the society’s constitution and in connection therewith 
the parent bodies should reserve to themselves the right of general 
supervision, guidance and correction. 


5. Specifically, no society should be permitted to enter into churchly 
fellowship with persons and associations of persons other than are ad- 
mitted to communion in the home church or synod. To secure a strict 
observance of this rule, a paragraph declaring such unionism unlawful 
should be embodied in the society's constitution. 


6. As a preventive against straying into ways and byways doubtful 
and wrong, the object of these societies and leagues should be well de- 
fined, and some specified work be assigned them, e. g. the support of 
young men preparing for the office of the ministry or of Christian 
teaching. 

7. Whereas, such associations have no important problems to solve 
nor resolutions to pass on of common or general import, the extension 
of their organization beyond the borders, say, of a District Synod, should 
not be countenanced. 
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B. MINISTERS AND TEACHERS WIDOWS AND ORPHANS FUND. 


It is my opinion that this “Treasury” or the rules governing its 
management should be subjected to a thorough revision. Before a pa- . 
per drawn up by the Teachers’ Conference of Detroit for this Synod, 
and related to the subject in question, was placed in my hands, I had 
drawn up the subjoined rules and regulations. I herewith submit them 
for consideration. Should Synod conclude to enter on their discussion, 
it might be well first of all to settle the question whether it would not 
be well to transfer the matter to the several Districts, making it the 
business of each to care for the needy within its bounds. Synod, cer- 
tainly, has boards and treasuries more than enough already; besides 
cases of distress near one's doors are readily looked into and more 
certain of relief. 


Board of Aids. 


1. This Board shall be composed of five members, three pastors 
and two teachers, elected thereto by (the District) Synod. Their term 
of service shall be six and four years respectively. The first election 
shall be so ordered that an election or re-election will be required at 
each regular meeting of Synod thereafter. For practical reasons the 
members of this Board should live in close proximity; and to this re- 
gard shall be had in the choice of candidates. 


2. The object of this Board shall be: to assist, by means of counsel 
and of substantial support, such of our needy pastors and teachers as 
have been honorably discharged from office, and also the widows and 
orphans of ministers and teachers deceased. 


3. Serving the purpose of its appointment it shall be the business 
of this Board to see to it that the necessary funds be raised, and that 
these be conscientiously apportioned among the persons it has the 
charge of. 


4. In determining the amount to be paid a person or family, the 
Board shall take into due consideration, not only the distress to be re- 
lieved, but also the service and time of service in view of which assist- 
ance is applied for. For information and advice in questions of this 
kind, the Board shall address itself to the officers of Synod and to such 
brethren as are familiar with the case in hand. 


5. To effect its organization the Board shall elect a chairman, a 
treasurer, and a secretary. One regular meeting shall be held annually; 
and the expenses resulting therefrom be defrayed out of the treasury 
under management of the Board. 

6. The Board is accountable to Synod for all its transactions, and 
is held to report to that body at its regular sessions. 

7. Respecting ways how the necessary means may be procured, the 
Board shall seek the advice and approval of Synod. Among the rules 


and regulations the Board may adopt, the more important ones must be 
endorsed by Synod to become valid.

Cc. FINANCES. 


a). The legacy of Mrs. Love to our Orphans’ Home. Not long after 
the adjournment of Synod at Dayton, suit was entered to have the court 
set aside the last will and testament of the late Mrs. Love; and, by an- 
other party, an attempt was made in probate court to collect a con- 
siderable sum of money from the estate on the pretext of services per- 
formed. Before a hearing was reached, this last case was settled, at 
small cost to the estate, by means of an arbitration committee; and in 
April of this present year the court dismissed the first case on demurrer. 
In both instances Brother C. W. Bachman of Glenford, O., has ren- 
dered valuable services, and deserves the thanks of Synod. 

The estate referred to consists of about 200 acres of land, house, etc., 
and a few hundred dollars in money. The executor is held to sell the 
land and to turn the proceeds over to our Orphans’ Home. Now in 
order that the latter may fully realize what it ought to, or that the land 
be not disposed of below value, I recommend that your Hon. Body in- 
struct the Orphans’ Home Board, by agency of some suitable person, 
to appear as a bidder at the time and place of sale; and furthermore that, 
should it come into possession, the land be offered for sale on long pay- 
ment: the latter, because a better price can thus be secured, and because 
the Board is held to invest the proceeds of the sale anyway and to use 
only the interest thereof. ‘ 

b). With reference to the Treasurer's report, I would call attention 
to the fact that the total of all collections during the past two years 
does not compare favorably with the amounts raised previously and dur- 
ing the same period of time, and that it falls short of the amount appro- 
priated by the sum of $3,000.00. In this connection I beg leave to raise 
the question whether the radical change our beneficiary system has been 
subjected to may not, in part at least, account for this unhappy result. 
The hopes of both gatherers and givers to see their sons educated for 
the service of the Church being blasted in not a few cases, it need not 
surprise any one if their zeal in behalf of our schools has abated and 
contributions have become correspondingly small. 

As seen from the report, the amount paid into the treasury by way 
of bequests and sholarships is $18,400.06. By way of new scholarships 
and bequests about $6,000.00 have been secured; and the prospects of 
relief to the treasury by this method is at present quite fair. An oppor- 
tunity to express myself even now on this subject before your Hon. 
Body would be very acceptable to me. 


D. MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 


a). A seal as ordered and fixed on by Synod has been procured. 
By act of the Legislature of the State, passed February 16, 1898, the name 
of Synod is: The “Ev. Luth. Synod of Ohio and other States, instead 
of “adjacent”, as before. 

b). I would recommend that the by-law on organization of District 
Synods be made to read that, following the handing in of credentials, 
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pastors from other districts and candidates from our seminaries having 
entered the ministry during the year, be admitted to membership — cases 
excepted where objections are raised to an applicant's reception. 

c). Should not copies of our Minutes be sent to officers of other 
synods; and if so, to whom? 

d). The worthy Vice-president of Synod, Rev. E. A. Boehme, ques- 
tions the fact of the adoption of sec. 3, cap. IV of the Amendments to 
the Constitution. Differences, moreover, have manifested themselves 
among us as to the right of vote on the constitutional amendment. I 
recommend that Synod discuss these questions and render a final de- 
cision on the same. 

e). In conclusion, another question. By juncture of circumstances 
surrounding such cases, should not a committee on appeals invariably 
include a representative from the district against whose decision the ap- 
peal is handed up? I for one fail to see how, if such representation be 
denied, the exact facts can be arrived at, and the respect due to the judg- 
ment of a district can be preserved inviolate. The published minutes 
are, as a rule, too incomplete to enable any one not present, at the hear- 
ing to form a satisfactory judgment on cases of grievances or complaints.

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


To the Ev. Luth. Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


Beloved Brethren:—By the grace of God we were enabled to carry on 
the work in our Seminary, since the last meeting of Joint Synod, held 
two years ago. Your Board during said time has had four regular 
meetings. 

During the terms of 1896-1897 this department had thirty-eight stu- 
dents; during the terms of last year—1897-1898—this department con- 
tained more students than any time previous, the number being forty-two. 
In the former year there were eight and in the latter fourteen who passed 
their examinations. In all dgain twenty-two laborers were found quali- 
fied for the Lord’s vineyard. All of these with but few exceptions have 
charges at the present time. 

From want of sufficient teaching force our Seminary is not able to 
accomplish what it should, and we would have Synod reminded that an 
increase of our teaching force is greatly desirable. Regarding this the 
Board would ask, whether the time is not yet at hand when the semina- 
ries may be combined, in order to enable us to separate the classes in 
the Seminary. 

The Board admits to Synod for approval the following constitution 
for our Seminary at Columbus, O.: 


SECTION L—NAME. 
The name of this institution shall be: The Theological Seminary of 
the Ev. Lutheran Synod of Ohio and Other States. 
SECTION 2.—CONFESSION. 


No one can be a teacher in this Seminary who does not accept as 
his own the confession of the Ev. Lutheran Synod of Ohio and Other 
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States. Every professor is therefore required to make the following 
declaration: (See German Liturgy of Ohio Synod, pp. 362-363.) 


SECTION 3.—ELECTION OF PROFESSORS. 


All professors shall be elected by the Board of Directors, who, when 
a choice is to be made, shall nominate candidates and publish their names 
in the papers of Synod, accompanied by a call to synodical congregations 
and pastors within two months to send in any profest that may be deemed 
necessary, or to propose other candidates. Only after the expiration 


SECTION OFFICERS 


a) Of the Board of Directors shall be: a chairman, a secretary and 
a treasurer; ) of the theological faculty: a chairman and a secretary 
whom the faculty shall elect from their midst. 


SECTION 5.—RECEPTION OF STUDENTS. 


Only such students can be admitted into the Seminary who 1) are 
members of the Ev. Lutheran Church; ) lead a Christian life; 3) are at 
least so far acquainted with German and English as to be able to under- 
stand lectures in both languages with profit, and 4) have completed a 
regular college course. As regards the latter point, however, exceptions 
may be made under special circumstances by the unanimous vote of the 
Faculty. 

SECTION 6.—REGULATIONS. 


As long as the Seminary is locally united with Capital University 
the rules of the government of students in the college shall apply to those 
in the Seminary. 

The term of office of Mr. J. L. Trauger as a member of Capital Uni- 
versity Board having expired in December, 1896, Mr. Geo. Beck was 
elected frustee of said Board for a term of three years. In December of 
1897 the term of F. W. Stock also expired as member of that Board and 
Mr. J. A. Binkley, citizen of Columbus, was elected by your Board for 
the term of three years as trustee of Capital University. 

Finally your attention is called to the fact, that the term of office of 
the following members of the Seminary Board expires with this meeting 
of Synod, namely that of the Pastors C. I. L. Benzin, and K. A. Boehme, 
and Messrs G. D. Simen and W. M. Heffner. 

May the blessings of our gracious God be upon our school of prophets 


also in future!

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REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. With with thanks to God we acknowledge that the work 
of this institution has been successfully prosecuted during the past 
two years and that it has been possible to dismiss twenty-two 
laborers into the Lord's vineyard. 


2. In our estimation the time has as yet not arrived to unite 
the Theological Seminaries, St. Paul and Columbus. We, how- 
ever, recommend that our theological factulty be increased by 
calling a fourth professor of theology, in order that, as far as 
possible, the classes in the Seminary may be divided. 


3. For the purpose of pointing out a way by which such a 
professor may be called without increased expenses we would 
recommend, 

a) That with reference to the General Presidency we return 
to the arrangement of previous years; or, 

b) That the salary of the fourth professor be raised by the 
pastors and friends of Synod who are to obligate themselves for 
the next two years to pay the sum of $10 each. 

4. With reference to the constitution submitted we recom- 
mend, 

a) That at the request of Dr. M. Loy the words in para- 
graph 4: “at the time the dean of our institution” be stricken out. 

b) That with this change the constitution be approved. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


Item one adopted. 

Item two was divided and that part pertaining to the consoli- 
dation of our Theological Seminaries at St. Paul and Columbus 
was first discussed. In opposition to this movement it was said, 
that we have not yet reached the time when Columbus alone 
could supply the demand for ministers. The statement that we 
have a surplus of ministers is not strictly true; what we need is 
more money to supply the fields which are asking for men. If 
the times improve and our collections correspondingly, the de- 
mand for ministers will be increaséd instead of decreased. Then 
it must not be forgotten that St. Paul has always been and is still 
decidedly a missionary institution, in so far that new fields are 
constantly being opened and supplied through the students and 
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professors of St. Paul—a work which has been very fruitful and 
which could not be done if St. Paul were abolished. Up to the 
present time this institution has educated over 100 students for 
the ministry, which speaks well for this Seminary. Two districts, 
the Wisconsin and Minnesota, with but few exceptions, are con- 
stituted of men from this institution. While immigration from 
Europe has materially decreased, emigration from the Eastern to 
the Western States has increased, thus still making the West and 
Northwest a great missionary center. Admitting the necessity 
of a more thorough training of our theological students, yet the 
gathering of congregations is at present certainly a more import- 
ant work than sending out thoroughly educated men. All in all 
Synod would injure her cause by a consolidation of her seminaries. 
at present. Moreover, consolidation would be expensive, if a 
pro-seminary were maintained at St. Paul, as another professor 
would be necessary, or the work would be crippled and unsatis- 
factory. 

The second part of item two, pertaining to the calling of a 
fourth theological professor for Columbus, was next considered. 
It was stated that at present we have three theological professors, 
who, however, devote the greater part of their time in college 
work, so that the Theological Department does not receive the | 
attention it demands—a fact which Synod should no longer tol- 
erate. Besides the work done by these professors in the College 
and Seminary, much outside labor is required of them, so that 
they are already greatly burdened. Moreover, by calling a fourth 
professor, a beginning could be made in the division of classes, 
which would be a great improvement over the present arrange- 
ment and is the ideal at which we should aim. 


Item two was adopted without change. 


Item three, a, pertaining to the office of the General President. 
Upon this proposition it was stated that the General President is 
required to attend the different district meetings, visit our institu- 
tions and attend the various meetings of boards whenever he can. 
Fully twenty weeks per year of his time are taken up in attending 
the District Synods, inasmuch as each meeting requires at least 
two weeks time—one for study and traveling and one at Synod. 
In addition to this there are many other matters, troubles, com- 
plaints, etc., which require his attention and necessitate an ex- 
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tensive correspondence. The Honorable President also related 
several instances, showing the many difficulties which had to be 
met and the time consumed in collecting several legacies that 
were not definite in their terms. In speaking of the financial 
part of his work, he stated that, by legacies and scholarships, be- 
tween $45,000 and $46,000 had been secured. In answer to the 
complaint that he does not write for our periodicals, it was stated, 
that if what he has written were collected it would make more 
than a booklet. 

Others emphasized that the office of a General President is a 
great source of information of work done in the Synod generally, 
unites the heterogenious elements, and cultivates a unity of spirit 
among us, the value of which can not be estimated in dollars and 
cents. 

Concerning the second proposition of the sub-committee 
Synod did not seem inclined to favor this plan either, since no 
tangible reason could be advanced why the payment of the salary 
of the fourth theological professor should be an exception to the 
rule. Item three was then rejected by Synod and the motion 
made and carried, that the appropriation for Columbus be raised 
from $8,000 to $9,000 and that the fourth theological professor be 
paid out of the General Treasury. 

Item four adopted. 
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CAPITAL UNIVERSITY. 


REPORT OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


To the Honorable Ev. Luth. Synod of Ohio and Other States: 


‘Dear Brethren:—In submitting this, another biennial report of the 
work at Capital University, we would first record our thankfulness to 
our heavenly Father for His grace to us and His blessings upon our 
institution, enabling us to continue the work He has given us to do. 

While the health of our professors and students generally has been 
good in the past two years, we have to report that the veteran member 
of our faculty, Prof. E. Schmid, who for thirty-six years was so closely 
identified with our institution, was called to his heavenly rest December 
27, 1896; and Prof. E. L. Brown, who had been granted a year’s leave of 
absence, finding it inadvisable to return to this climate, resigned his posi- 
tion June 7, 1897, and this resignation was very reluctantly accepted, in 
the hope he would find health and blessing in his present abode. 

We regret to report, that the number of our students—whether owing 
to the fact that beneficiary aid is no longer exfended to new students, 
excepting as to tuition, and then only after they have proven themselves 
worthy after a year’s work in our institution; or, whatever the cause,— 
is decreasing. In the report of the faculty June 15, 1897, the number of 
students in all the departments (including the Seminary) was one hundred 
and twenty-six—a decrease of fifteen from the previous year. The upper 
classes are large, the lower classes small, indicating a further decrease. 
In the report of June 21, 1898, the students in all departments were one 
hundred and fourteen. During the term a number of students dropped 
out, and some of the graduating class will not return; so that we would 
need about thirty-five new students next term to hold our own. The 
faculty, in an endeavor to arouse a better interest in the work of our 
schools, has resolved, as far as practical, to send one of its members to 
the various district conferences. 

In the class of 97 eleven students graduated, ten receiving the title 
A. B., and one the title B. S. In the class of "98 twelve students grad- 
uated, ten receiving the title A. B., and two the title B. S., making a total 
of twenty-three graduates in the past two years. 

In connection with this notice it will be proper to report that at 
our meeting in June, 1898, the title of D. D. was conferred on Pres. C. H. 
L. Schuette, Prof. H. Ernst and Rev. H. A. Allwardt, and the title Ph. 
D. on Prof. Theo. Mees. 

The Chair of History has been left vacant by the death of Prof. E. 
Schmid, but provision has been made for the fime being by combining 
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the two lower and the two upper classes and giving the work into the 
hands of Prof. K. Hemminghaus. 


The Chair of Mathematics, made vacant by the resignation of Prof. 
E. L. Brown, was filled first by the election of Prof. Carl Ackerman, of 
Lima College, but just one week previous to the opening of the Septem- 
ber term of 7, in the interest of Lima College, whose welfare would 


have been jeopardized, he sent in his resignation. In the emergency the 


chair was temporarily filled by the Executive Committee of the Board in 
connection with the Faculty—Dr. Loy dissenfing—by the appointment 
of Mr. H. C. Moore for one year at a salary of $700. At our June, 1898, 
meeting Mr. S. A. Singer, A. B., who for a year had very satisfactorily 
filled the chair, and who has since been further fitting himself by taking 
a post-graduate course in mathematics at Cornell University, was elected 
fo the professorship at a salary of $800 per annum. Arrangements have 
been made for his installation in due time. 


Two tutors, students E. A. Dobberstein and O. M. Bartz, have been 
appointed in the past year, the former to teach grammar and analysis, 
the latter ancient and United States history, each having four recitations 
per week, for which they will be allowed $80 credit respectively on their 
beneficiary aid account. 


As time rolls by the number of beneficiaries who were received under 
the former arrangement grows less. By the new arrangement only as 
far as tuition is concerned will aid be extended to indigent students, and 
then only after they have proven themselves worthy by a year’s stay in 


our institution. A strict pledge is exacted from each beneficiary as fol- 
lows: 


Pledge: “I hereby declare that it is my mtention to become a minister 
of the Gospel of the Ev. Luth. Synod of Ohio. If for any cause I do not 
enter the ministry of Synod, or without necessity quit the ministry, I 
promise to pay back at once, or give interest-bearing note with proper 
security covering all dues to the institution remitted in my favor.

A desire expressed by our sainted Prof, E. Schmid prior to his death, 
that a sum ranging from one to two thousand dollars of his estate, should 
be given to the school he loved so well, was respected by his two daugh- 
ters and only heirs, Misses Alice and Flora Schmid,—the latter of whom 
God recently, July 19, 1898, called to her eternal home—and the highest 
sum mentioned, $2,000, was generously turned over absolutely to Capital 
University, the only condition being that it was fo be solely and alone 
for Capital University, and not for * Synod as such. This sum has 
been permanently invested. 

The Anna Maria Rohder's estate of New Dann LA., ee 
to Capital University a few years ago, is not yet available. In a short 
time all the indebtedness to other heirs will be paid, and then the income 
will flow to the institution. 
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The Board is at work classifying and arranging all bequests, funds 
and scholarships, so that our institution may secure and enjoy the in- 
come regularly. 

The account of the “New Building” or Recitation Hall, has been 


transferred to the General Treasurer, who will no doubt account for it 


in his report. The special or assistant treasurer of Capital University 
will no doubt lay before you all other accounts of the institution in his 
biennial report, and give any information desired. 

A petition on the part of the students, asking the privilege of fitting 
up a bath-room in the institution, for which they agree to raise the 
necessary funds, was granted, with the proviso that this be done under 
the supervision of our Executive Committee. 

A statement was made to your Board by one of the members of the 
Columbus city council, in regard to the extension of the city water system 
to our institution. The council agrees to extend a water main to the 
center of Alum creek, we to extend it from there on, pipe being furnished 
at the cheapest rates, and in case the college grounds are incorporated 
into the city, the council agrees to refund the cost. This would be of 
material advantage fo us in various ways. The matter was put into the 
hands of the Executive Committee with power to act. 

A question put to the Board as follows, is respectfully feferred to 
Synod for an answer: 

“Columbus, O., June 21, 98. 

“Dear Brethren:—Shall our college be directed in its curriculum and 
purpose, to the preparation of men for the pursuit of theological study 
only? Or, shall the object be a liberal education, thus supplying the 
needs of all the young men of our Church, not only those having the 
ministry in view? An answer is requested, and if the Board prefers, let 
it be sent to Synod for consideration and response.

The year A. D. 1900 will be the fiftieth anniversary of the founding ot 
our institution, and it has been proposed to make this a jubilee year. The 
subject has been referred to a committee by the Synod at Dayton, 
O., who in time referred it to a sub-committee, their report finally being 
laid before the Board who herewith submit it to the considerafion of Joint 
Synod: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON JUBILEE. 
Committee on Jubilee proposes:— 
1. That our Columbus congregations be requested to entertain 
Synod at its meeting in the Jubilee year, A. D. 1900. 
2. That on the day following the adjournment of Synod a com- 


memoration meeting be held on the University grounds, to which are to 
be invited 
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a) Members in attendance at Synod, 

b) Neighboring congregations, and 

c) Representatives and members from congregations at large. 

3. That the Board in conjunction with the Faculty appoint speakers 
and a committee on program, with full power to act. 

4. That we make earnest efforts to raise an endowment fund of at 
least $100,000 throughout the congregations of Synod, and that to this end 

a) Booklets with blank subscription forms be placed in the hands 
of all our pastors or of such agents as may be appointed by the con- 
gregations to prosecute the work; and, in order that it may not interfere 
with our present methods of collections, 

b) That no subscription of less than $10 be solicited; and 

c) That it be the general aim to have the endowment accomplished 
by the day to be celebrated, the work of taking subscriptions to begin 
six months after the meeting of Synod in the autumn of 98. 

5. That a short history of the institution be prepared for free distri- 
fution, and that the Dean, Dr. M. Loy, be requested to write such history. 

6. That Synod at its next meeting appoint an agent with an 
advisory committee to conduct and supervise the work, whose duty it 
shall be 

a) To see to it that the subject in question be presented to our people 
by articles in our papers, by discussions at district meetings, confer- 
ences, etc. 

b) To receive reports on the progress of the work of endowment. 

7. That our congregations be requested to celebrate the event with 
appropriate services on the Sundays following the meeting of Synod in 


the jubilee year.

REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 

1. We desire to express our deep sorrow over the death 
of one of the oldest members of our Faculty, Prof. E. Schmid, 
yet we humbly bow in en to the ever gracious and wise 
will of God. 

Brown was forced by ill health at first to ask for leave of absence 
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and later to resign his professorship in our institution. May 
God’s help and blessing accompany him in his future life and 
calling. 

3. We regret that the number of our students, possibly 
because of the withholding of beneficiary support to poor stu- 
dents, has decreased. We commend the resolution passed by the 
Faculty in this connection and we hope that they will not only 
bring the interests of our institution to the attention of pastors 
at pastoral conferences but to our congregations as well, thus 


keeping our institution and its interests in touch with our people. 


4. We approve the changes made in the faculty and express 
the hope that they may prove beneficial to our school. The same 
holds good with reference to the promise demanded of our ben- 
eficiary students. 

5. We express our gratification over the fact that the titles 
of D. D. and Ph. D. have been conferred on the men of our Synod 
who, by their faithful and distinguished service in the church, 
are deserving of such honorable recognition. 

6. Too much cannot be said in praise of the noble act of 
the daughters of the sainted Prof. E. Schmid in carrying out in 
such perfect manner a mere wish of their sainted father. We 
recommend that Synod extend a vote of thanks to the daughter 
still living, Miss Alice Schmid. May their example find many 
imitators. 

7. We recommend that Synod give the following answer 
to the question submitted by Rev. E. G. Tressel: 

a) Itis the chief purpose of our college to furnish our young 
men with a thorough preparation for the pursuit of theological 
study. | 

b) It is also our purpose however to furnish such students 
as do not desire to devote themselves to the study of theology 
with a foundation for the study of the sciences, which is likewise 
a necessity for the students of theology. In this connection we 
call attention to the fact that our curriculum has been considerably 
enlarged in this direction during the past year. 

8. With reference to the resolution of the English District 
proposing the appointment of a president of Capital University 
who is to devote his entire time to the interests of our college 
without serving regularly as one of our teachers, we recommend 
that the Board appoint such a president. 
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9. We call the attention of Synod to the report of the Com- 
mittee on Jubilee appointed by Synod, which is herewith sub- 
mitted. We recommend that this report be now taken up for 
consideration. 

ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


Items 1-7 inclusive adopted. 

Item 8 aroused considerable discussion and because of the 
importance of the subject we append the principal arguments. 
It is indeed to be regretted that with our present competent teach- 
ing force the number of students should be so small, whereas two 
hundred students could just as easily be accommodated. That 
the present president of Capital University with his many arduous 
duties cannot give this office the attention it deserves, is evident. 
Agitation is necessary. We must advertise our school, and not 
only point out its needs and wants to our people, but also its 
advantages and facilities for education. In order to do this suc- 
cessfully, we must have a man who can devote the greater part 
of his time to this work, visiting synods, conferences and con- 
gregations. If it be said that every pastor is an agent to secure 
new students, yet it cannot be questioned that a man, coming 
in an official capacity, well informed upon his subject and enthused 
for the work, can accomplish much more than the pastor ordinarily 
can, and will often succeed where the pastor fails. In addition 
to this, an official head is necessary for the school itself. He 
should supervise the whole school, examine closely into the work 
done in the several departments and suggest such changes as 
may prove of general advantage to the institution. Yet because 
of the necessary funds, Synod did not deem it advisable to create 
such an office at present, and item 8 was voted down. 

Item 9 was then considered in connection with the report 
of the Committee on Jubilee. Said report was accepted without 
change, with the exception of paragraph 6, for Wich the follow- 
ing was offered as a substitute: That the General President of 
Synod supervise this work, and that a special agent with the neces- 
sary assistants be allowed him. This agent together with his 
assistants shall see to it, etc., as given in paragraph 6, @ and 6. 

Prof. L. H. Schuh, Ph. D., was elected as such agent and 
the pastors of Columbus as his assistants.

TEACHERS’ SEMINARY, WOODVILLE, OHIO. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


The Board of Directors of the Teachers’ Seminary at Woodville 
beg to report to the honorable Synod as follows: 
| During the interval since the last session of Synod the work of this 
institution has been carried on satisiactorily and successfully. God gra- 
ciously watched over our seminary, so that teachers and pupils were pre- 
served from severe illness and other visitations, and the work could be 
carried on without interruption. The teachers are joined together by 
that mutual love and good will so essential for effective work in an 
institution of this kind. The pupils were attentive to their studies, and 
their deportment satisfactory. No cases of grave discipline occurred. 
Where admonition, or even discipline, was necessary, it was not without 
good results. To God be all the glory! 

The Board organized on February 2, 1897, by electing Rev. P. 
Raether chairman, teacher G. A. Gohl, secretary, and Mr. B. S. Otten, 
treasurer. The other members of the Board are Revs. H. W. Mohrhoff 
and E. Pfeiffer, teacher A. Oberschulte and Messrs. H. Toepel and J. 
J. Schaefer. 

During the year 1896-7 there were forty-seven students, six of 
whom entered the teaching profession. In the following year, 1897-98, 
there were forty students in the institution, of whom ten graduated. 

In 1896-’97 there were eleven beneficiaries in the institution, of whom, 
however, two paid their expenses in part. At the meeting held February 
2, 1897, the Board adopted the following resolution: “Every beneficiary 
student of our institution shall, at the time of his graduation be required 
to give a written pledge to repay his indebtedness in case he should 
leave our Synod or enter another profession. This written pledge to 
be given before the beneficiary receives his diploma.” 

The interior of our institution was much improved in appearance 
during the last two years. The students inaugurated the movement by 
having their rooms papered at their own expense. The aula, in which 
stands the magnificent pipe organ, was beautifully frescoed, the expense 
being borne by the Teachers’ Conference. The work is indeed beautiful 
and an ornament to the institution. The Ladies’ Society of Salem con- 
gregation bore the expense of fitting up a reading room, also had the 
recitation rooms and halls beautifully papered and the corridors car- 
peted, and in connection with other Ladies’ Societies secured a suf- 
ficient number of good and suitable chairs for the aula. By the kind- 
ness of an unknown friend the institution is now lighted by electricity. 
In short: Our institution invites inspection. 
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In the report of the faculty under date February 2, 1897, we find 
the following: With reference to the training school we beg leave to 
make special mention here of the excellent work of teacher C. Vogel, 
who so faithfully, and with such discriminating skill, aids the students 
in applying and making use of their acquired knowledge. We would 
add yet that by a resolution of June 16, 1897, the training teacher was 
admitted to seat and vote in the faculty. At different times the Board 
has felt called upon to express to teacher Vogel their sincere thanks for 
faithful service rendered the institution without pecuniary reward. 

The following resolutions we hereby report to the honorable Joint 
Synod: 

1. The executive committee is authorized to sell the old building 
and lot for eight hundred dollars ($800), provided the Joint Synod gives 
its consent. 

2. That Synod be requested to assume and provide for the pay- 
ment of the debts of Woodville the same as it has done in the case of 
the other institutions. 

Inasmuch as the faculty, in its report of June 15, 1898, says: “In 
view of the oft recurring difficulty on account of having to dismiss 
students just after Easter, it would be advisable to devise some way 
bv which this can be done without injury” the Board resolved: 

3. “That Synod be requested to add one year to the course oj this 
institution, so that those in the Seminary may hereafter have theoretical 
instruction exclusively for two years. The third year (September till 
Easter) to be devoted to review and practical instruction.” 

On inquiry Director Mees stated that the large pipe organ is and 
will continue to be the property of the Seminary, in other words, of 
Synod. 

In conclusion we beg leave to remind the Synod of the fact that 
the term of office of Revs. Mohrhoff and Pfeiffer, of teacher Gohl and 
Mr. J. J. Schaefer has expired. 

As to the financial condition of the institution our faithful treasurer 
will give all needful information. 

May God, who has hitherto blessed us so richly, be with us also 
in the days to come and take both teachers and pupils of our Seminary 
under His gracious protection!

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


With thanks to God, whose blessing has resfed upon our work during 
the past two years, we bring the following report before Synod: 

The health of our students has been excellent. There have been no 
special cases of discipline. There has been general satisfaction with the 
Board among the students, and little complaint. 

At the last meeting of the Board of Trustees, June 14, 1898, it was 
shown that tuition and board money had been paid more punctually this 
year than formerly, and that some outstanding debts had been paid by 
former students. The salaries of the teachers have been paid better than 
in former years, though they are still several months behind. 

The terms of Revs. J. A. Vollmar and J. M. Koepplin, also of Messrs. 
C. Burkhardt and A. Wier as Trustees expires this year, so that four new 
members of the Board must be elected. 

From 96-97 there were fifty-eight students enrolled, thirty-one in the 
Seminary and twenty-seven in the Proseminary; 97-98 there were forty- 
eight, thirty in the Seminary, eighteen in the lower department. Twenty 
candidates graduated from Luther Seminary during the two years.

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


During the last two years the work of this institution has been 
successfully carried on. A severe blow, however, was suffered by the 
institution through the death of our beloved brother, Prof. F. H. Patzer, 
whom the Lord, according to His wise counsel called out of the church 
militant into His church triumphant on the 15th of August, 1897, 

The professorship thus made vacant has remained so, the under- 
signed voluntarily undertaking the teaching of the Proseminary depart- 
ment, together with his other labors. The number of students during 
the year before last was fourteen, eight of whom were examined at the 
end of the term. Five of these passed a satisfactory examination and 
are now laboring in the ministry. One did not take part in the examina- 
tion, desiring to continue his studies in the Chicago Seminary, where 
he is at present. 

During the last year four students were in the institution, all of them 
in the Seminary department. Two of them passed a satisfactory examin- 
ation. The other two left the institution at Christmas, one on account 
of money matters, the other to conclude his studies in Baltimore. 

The undersigned, having received a call into the ministry, announced 
to the Board that he would tender his resignation as professor of the 
Seminary to the Honorable Synod. 

The time of office as members of the Board of Rev. J. H. Rexrode 
and of Mr. L. C. Huffman has expired. 

The Board desires to call attention to the fact that during the ten 
years of this institution’s existence twenty-four young men have gone 
out from her into the ministry.

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REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. The report of this institution fills us with sadness. Prof. 
F. Patzer was, one year ago, called to his eternal home and Prof. 
H. K. G. Doermann has tendered his resignation. The number 
of students has steadily decreased, especially because of the by 
no means groundless fear that this institution would soon be 
closed. 

2. The question confronting Synod, however, is: Shall 
Hickory be closed or not? Should this decision be favorable 
to Hickory it will be necessary for the Mission Board to aid in 
building up and extending the field. We hope that Synod will 
see its way clear to reach a decision favorable to our Institution 
at Hickory. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


Item one adopted. 

Shall Hickory be closed? This was the burning question be- 
fore Synod and was discussed in all its bearings. 

Reasons con. Hickory is necessary for mission work. It is 
an admitted fact, that nothing will contribute more to this end 
than a seminary in the center of such operations. In the very 
nature of circumstances, Southern men are best adapted for the 
field. It is a fact, that neither North Carolina, Virginia, nor West 
Virginia has a man in the ministry of our Synod who was edu- 
cated in the North. It is not claimed, that the work in the South 
will be killed if Hickory is closed, but it will be greatly crippled. 
An important factor also worthy of consideration here is the emi- 
gration southward. Railroads, factories and colonies are going 
South. What has Hickory done? She has sent six men into North 
Carolina, five into Virginia, four into Maryland and six into Ohio. 
And while liberality among our people there has not increased 
as was expected, yet even in this there has been a decided improve- 
mnt. Money is undoubtedly an important consideration here. 
Dollars and cents should not, however, be considered when the 
Lord calls to a field. While it is true that money in the North- 
west will do many times more good than money in the South, 
yet the principle is wrong not to devote money to the field that 
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seemingly does not pay as well as another elsewhere. Now let 
Synod overlook the fact, that all who have gone South and in- 
vestigated the field are a unit in the necessity of Hickory. What 
has perhaps contributed most to the present condition of affairs 
at Hickory was the agitation upon this subject two years ago. 
In 1897, seventeen young men made application to Hickory, but 
as no assurance was given them that they could complete their 
course at this institution, they did not put in their appearance. 
Let us not go backward; and would not the closing of Hickory 
be a step in that disrection? 


Reasons pro. That Hickory will ever become much of a mis- 
sionary center, seems unlikely in the light of past history. Past 
results would scarcely justify this opinion. So far as southern 
emigration is concerned, it is un-Lutheran, or German, so that it 
would be unwise to build much hopes upon this fact. What have 
we left at Hickory? Only the buildings. To continue this insti- 
tution, Synod would be necessitated to call one or two new pro- 
fessors, and that-too at the risk of securing a sufficient number of 
students. To continue Hickory would have to be regarded, un- 
der existing circumstances, more as an experiment than some- 
thing tangible, and Synod is certainly at present not in a position 
to engage in doubtful enterprises. And since the consensus of 
opimon in Synod favors the consolidation of our seminaries, do 
not the circumstances at Hickory indicate that this is the oppor- 
tune time to take the first step in this direction? Moreover when 
it is remembered, that with few exceptions, all students educated 
at Hickory came from the North, why could not these young 
men have been prepared for the ministry at Columbus just as 
well and this expense saved? The argument that Southern men 
are best adapted for the field may in measure be true, yet rightly 
educated and pious men can labor anywhere with success. 

After the question had been considered pro. and con. for a 
considerable length of time, Synod finally decided to close the 
English Practical Seminary at Hickory by a vote of 27 to 19. 

The resignation of Prof. Doermann had previously been ac- 
cepted by Synod. 

The honorable President then appointed a committee, con- 
_ sisting of the Messrs. G. A. Dobler, H. Ahlers and F. H. Snyder, 
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to consider what disposition shall be made of the property at 
Hickory. Said committee reported later as follows: Your com- 
mittee would advise that under no consideration should the prop- 
erty be sold, but would recommend to Synod, that the Concordia 
District have the use and control of the property for the ensuing 
two years. This proposition was granted by Synod, on condition 
that all repairs, insurance and interest be paid by said District. 


PERTAINING TO ALL THE INSTITUTIONS.

In the report of our General President we notice the ab- 
sence of a report on our different institutions. In view of the 
fact that the Constitution of Synod requires the General Presi- 
dent to visit all our institutions, we would respectfully request 
the President to make a report orally to Synod.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


Dear Brethren in Christ :—O give thanks unto the Lord, for He is good, 
for His mercy endureth forever. With this song of praise we look back 
upon the two years that are past. Through the grace of God and the 
charity of His children our Home lacked nothing in things pertaining 
to the body. The spiritual needs of its inmates were provided for by 
our pastor, Rev. E. Goessling, until last April, when he handed in his 
resignation. The Board, after a vote of thanks for his long and faithful 
services, accepted his resignation and appointed the undersigned secretary 
of the Board in his stead. 

The health of our inmates since our last report has been compara- 
tively good. With self-sacrificing devotion our Deaconesses have per- 
formed the work of their arduous calling. We owe them and the Mother- 
house at Philadelphia our thanks. May God reward them for what 
they are doing in the care of our helpless old people! 

Three of the inmates of our Home have, since our last report, en- 
tered by death as we hope into that rest that is prepared for the people 
of God. Yet our house has always been full. For as soon as one place 
becomes vacant there are always several anxiously waiting to fill it. And 
when we take into consideration the fact that we have room for only 
eleven or twelve, it will be evident to all that to act on so many urgent 
applications and to offer them the chilly and monofonous answer: “No 
room,” must have been to say the least very embarrassing to the Board. 
It is true Synod resolved two years ago that we should build an addition 
as soon as we could, without making special efforts, raise the necessary 
means, but up to this time we have not been able to carry this resolution 
into effect. 

The street back of the Home has recently been raised and filled to 
a grade that greatly injures our property. After lengthy deliberations. 
with the city officials the Board of Viewers finally allowed us net damages 
to the amount of $4,081.00. Although we consider this sum inadequate, 
yet to prevent long drawn out legal proceedings the Board resolved to 
accept the proposition, but with the distinct understanding that we are 
not to be responsible for the holding up of the filled street. 

There are at present four women and five men in the institution. One 
aged woman from McZena, O., has been received and is expected to. 
enter at any time. One aged man from Allegheny will enter in the fall. 
One of our pastors laboring under the weight of years and without a. 
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family was accepted, but it seems he allowed himself to be persuaded 
not to cast his lot with us. 

It may be in order here also to add a few words with reference to 
St. John’s General Hospital built oh the grounds of the Home, although 
not strictly speaking a synodical institution. It employs five Deaconesses, 
who evidently labor under the blessing of God. Since the opening of the 
Hospital, May 12, 96, there were 760 patients received and cared for; 
257 of these were free or charity patients. In all 14,409 days’ nursing were 
done, 4,524 of this number being devoted to free patients. Our Hospital 
is steadily gaining in the respect and confidence of the medical profession 
and the public at large. Thus far it has suffered no want. We are about 
to erect a separate building for an engine-room (electric light and power), 
laundry and rooms for hired help, and hope to complete the same yet 
this fall. 

Our Lutheran Deaconesses have proven themselves most competent 
nurses, both for conscientious devofion to duty and for technical skill. 
May the blessing of God rest upon our work.

We, together with the Board, praise God for the bles- 
sings which He has bestowed. The energy and zeal of this Board 
in conducting the Home is worthy of imitation by all the brethren. 
We are of the opinion that, not only is this Home worthy of sup- 
port, but that should other openings of like nature appear, it is 
our duty to enter upon the work.

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


In the name of the Board of Wernle Orphans’ Home at Richmond, 
Ind., the undersigned would herewith submit to Synod the following 
bienntal report concerning that institution: 

When reflecting upon these two years that have again gone by, we 
may again to the praise of our God declare, that, notwithstanding our 
feeble service, He suffered His love not to remain unattested, but ruled 
as the Father of orphans over our Home with blessing and grace. He 
opened hearts and hands for works of love and charity, so as to leave the 
father and motherless children entrusted to our care in want of none 
of the necessaries of life. He biessed the foster-parents with strength 
and willingness, so as to enable them to discharge their duties faithfully 
and with care. For all this let praise and thanks be given to God, the 
true Father, of whom the whole family in heaven and earth is named! 

In the Orphans’ Home school your able teacher is doing excellent 
work. Notwithstanding this, however, we were convinced, that one 
teacher alone could not, with the best of will, give to the children en- 
trusted to us such education as they ought to have and which we feel 
it our duty to give them. Accordingly a resolution was passed in the 
meeting of August, 1897, to call another teacher, with a salary of $150 and 
free station. 

We succeeded in September following in securing for that position 
Mr. W. Radke, with the above salary. On February 1 of this year he 
was installed. However, we would now urgently ask Synod not only 
to ratify this call, but also to raise the salary of this teacher to $300. 

At present the number of children attending this school is sixty-seven. 
The branches taught are: German, English, arithmetic, geography, United 
States history, reading, writing, catechism, Bible history, drawing and 
singing. 

On August 4, 1896, the Home contained seventy children, to-wit, 
forty-two boys and twenty-eight girls; to-day sixty-six, to-wit, forty-one 
boys and twenty-five girls. During the last two years thirteen children 
were received, to-wit, eight boys and five girls. On Palm Sunday, 1897, 
four boys were confirmed; 1898, fifteen children, in all nineteen children. 

After their confirmation there were dismissed into service or returned 
to relatives, thirteen children. Four girls and two boys of those con- 
firmed are as yet at the Home and assist in the household. Eighteen 
children are until their eighteenth year in service among Christian families 
of our congregations, to-wit, thirteen boys and five girls. 
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Concerning the conduct of these children, as well as of the treat- 
ment which they receive on the part of those to whom entrusted, the 
Board is kept constantly informed, inasmuch as the housefather requires 
of the respective pastors, that regular reports be sent him concerning 
these affairs. The sanitary condition of the Home was during the last 
two years in all satisfactory. True at the end of March and beginning 
of April our Home was converted into quite a hospital by a severe attack 
of measles; forty-nine cases, among them several adults, were on the sick 
list. In spite of all the wailing and lamenting, however, the disease 
vanished without leaving any noticeable defects; yea, rather death was 
kept afar from us, the Lord be praised! At present a girl at the age 
of seven is lying sick, a consumptive without hope of recovery, and 
according to the statement of the doctor near her end. The will of the 
Lord be done! The conduct of the children as well as that of the adults 
at the Home is satisfactory. 

The dormitory as well as the other buildings on the premises are in 
a good condition. In the dormitory a much needed bath-room was ar- 
ranged, for which four bath-fubs were purchased. The expenses which 
these improvements incurred were for the greater part defrayed by private 
donations of friends of the institution. 

Nor shall here be left unmentioned the valuable presents of the con- 
gregations of the Pastors H. Mohrhoff and P. Raether at Gibsonburg 
and Woodville, O., respectively, who sent money enough to purchase an 
organ for the school. We wish here again to express our hearty thanks 
to the kind friends for their love toward our orphans. 

As to the financial matters I would refer you to the report of the 
treasurer, and in special to a renewed resolution, which the Board made 
in their last meeting on August 2 of this year. It reads, that we as the 
Board of Wernle Orphans’ Home at the next meeting of Synod present 
the petition, that all moneys paid in toward the Orphans’ Home be used 
also for this purpose, and that the Home be made independent of the 
general treasury. Should Synod, however, not grant this petittion, we 
would hope, that Synod will assume the indebtedness still resting upon 
the Home in consequence of the erection of the school. 

Further the Board would petition Synod to change the constitution 
of the Home to the effect, that the Board be enabled to give children 
into Christian homes before their confirmation, in case they are con- 
vinced that these families will provide for a Christian training. Concern- 
ing this matter we fully agree with the president when he says, that no 
orphans’ home, be it ever so well regulated, can offer in the way of a 
Christian training what they receive in a Chrisfian family. 

The domestics of the institution are one farm hand, whom a con- 
firmed boy is assisting, besides three other boys, who as yet are not in 
any kind of occupation. One boy, too, was recently taken back who 
was treated in an un-Christian manner by his principal. Ten confirmed 
girls are assisting in the kitchen and sewing-room of the housemother. 
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The daughter of the housefather and also Miss Cary Rose are likewise 
employed in the housework. | 

Live stock there is as follows: Four horses, six cows, three heifers, 
one steer, fifteen hogs, several hundred chickens and other fowl. 

A mistake was made at the last meeting of Synod in the election 
of the Board. According to the new constitution the same consists of 
nine members instead of eight as before, namely, four ministerial and 
five lay. The Board therefore elected a ninth member in the person 
of Mr. Minneman, who is at the same time the inspector of the farm. 
In the place of a member, who joined an opposing congregation, another 
was elected. 

At this meeting of Synod three vacancies in the Board must be 
filled, since the terms of Rev. J. Beck, Mr. G. Deubner and that of the 
undersigned have expired. 

And now may the blessing of the Lord be upon our Home also 
in future, and may He move more hearts constantly unto love and charify 
toward our poor orphans and bless according to His promises these 
works of love to the glory of His most holy name.

REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


1. We move that Synod ratify the action of the Board in 
calling Mr. W. Radke. We also recommend that Synod give 
him a salary of $250.00 per year with free board and lodging. 

2. Concerning the petition of the Board to change the Con- 
stitution, so that children before their confirmation may enter 
Christian homes, we move that the Constitution be so amended 
that this may be done, yet in such a way as not to conflict with 
the arrangement made for the children now in the Home. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


The questions were asked: Had not one teacher, together 
with the housefather, done the work of teaching when the number 
of pupils was larger than now? Are we to conclude that good 
and thorough work was not done then? Ought we call a second 
teacher now, if we consider the state of our finances? To these 
questions the following reply was made: We must not only edu- 
cate our children, but we must make their education as thorough 
as possible. To this we are morally bound. But this is impos- 
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; sible with our present teaching force. It is sometimes supposed 
1 that better work can be done with the present number of pupils 
| in our Orphans’ Home than with the same number in our paroch- 
q a ial or public schools. But this is an error, inasmuch as the school 
1 at the Orphans’ Home is not classified. Item one was then

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REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE, AS 
ADOPTED BY SYNOD. 


That there is dissatisfaction with the condition of this treas- 
ury, from which pastors and teachers emeritus and pastors’ and 
teachers’ widows and orphans are supported, is evident from the 
documents sent in by the Western, Wisconsin and Washington 
Districts, as also from a paper from the Detroit Teachers’ Con- 
ference and recommendations of the honorable President in this 
year’s report. 

1. Your committee recommends the adoption of rules per- 
taining to this treasury. | 

2. That the application of Bro, J. Stumpf for an increase in 
the amount given him, be referred to the Board of Aids. 

3. Your committee has carefully compared in detail the 
receipts and expenditures of the treasurer and find his report 
correct. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


The preliminary committee having proposed rules, which in 
the main agreed with those presented by the honorable President 
in his report, Synod accepted those of the latter, with an addi- 
tional paragraph 8. These rules are to obtain for the next two 
years, and read as follows: 


BOARD OF AIDS. 


1. This Board shall be composed of five members, three 
pastors and two teachers, elected thereto by Synod. Their term 
of service shall be six and four years respectively. The first elec- 
tion shall be so ordered that an election or reélection will be 
required at each regular meeting of Synod thereafter. For prac- 
tical reasons the members of this Board should live in close prox- 
imity; and to this regard shall be had in the choice of candidates. 

2. The object of this Board shall be: to assist, by means of 
counsel and of substantia] support, such of our needy pastors and 
teachers as have been honorably discharged from office, and also 
the widows and orphans of ministers and teachers deceased. 

3. Serving the purpose of its appointment it shall be the 
business of this Board to see to it that the necessary funds be 
raised, and that these be conscientiously apportioned among the 
persons it has the charge of. 
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4. In determining the amount to be paid a person or family, 
the Board shall take into due consideration, not only the distress 
to be relieved, but also the service and time of service in view 
of which assistance is applied for. For information and advice 
in questions of this kind, the Board shall address itself to the 
officers of Synod and to such brethren as are familiar with the 
case in hand. 

5. To effect its organization the Board shall elect a chair- 
man, a treasurer, and a secretary. One regular meeting shall be 
held annually; and the expenses resulting therefrom be defrayed 
out of the treasury under management of the Board. 

6. The Board is accountable to Synod for all its transactions, 
and is held to report to that body at its regular sessions. 

7. Respecting ways how the necessary means may be pro- 
cured, the Board shall seek the advice and approval of Synod. 
Among the rules and regulations the Board may adopt, the more 
important ones must be endorsed by Synod to become valid. 

8. Each District shall choose a committee whose duty it 
shall be to see that this treasury find sufficient support from all 
concerned within the District.

REPORT OF PRESIDENT OF PUBLICATION BOARD. 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Ohio and Other States, Greeting: — 

In our report to your honorable body two years ago the following 
was submitted to you for action: 

“The Board submits the question whether it is not time for Synod 
to make a more satisfactory arrangement for the editing of its period- 
icals, especially the Kirchenzeitung and Standard, i. e. that the editors 
of these papers be so situated that they can devote more time to this 
work than is possible while occupying a large pastoral field or a pro- 
fessorship in the college and seminary.” Ger. Min., page 46; Eng. Min. 
page 49. 

Your honorable body saw fit, according to the recommendation of 
your committee, to pass the following: } 

“Respecting our periodicals, Kirchenzeitung and Standard, in our 
judgment it would not be wise at the present time to make a radical 
change in the arrangements for editing the same.” Ger. Min., page 58; 
Eng. Min., page 61. 

Two years have passed since Synod so resolved. Our experience 
in this time was such that we now come before you, not with a question 
respecting a change in the editorial management of these periodicals, 
but with arguments to show the importance and necessity of such a 
change. 

1. The present editors are so situated that they are prevented from 
doing satisfactory work, either on the papers or in their other callings. 
The editor-in-chief of the Lutherische Kirchenzeitung is the President 
of Capital University, Professor of Theology in our theoretical seminary, 
Professor of the German language and literature in our college, and 
editor of the Theologische Zeitblatter. The editor-in-chief of the Lu- 
theran Standard is pastor of three congregations scattered over a terri- 
tory twenty-seven miles in length and from six to ten miles in width. 
Their respective duties are repeatedly, we might say continually, in con- 
flict. They cannot properly read their exchanges and for that reason 
cannot keep themselves posted on current events. An editor to do good 
work must keep in touch with the literature of the day. To this end 
they must read the best magazines and books as they come from the 
press. There is absolutely no time for this under the present arrange- 


ment. 
An editor should keep in touch with the people for whom he writes. 


‘He should be so situated that he could occasionally mingle with them 
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and study their desires and needs. A professor has no time for this, 
a pastor can form the acquaintance of only one field. Considering the 
number of people under the direct influence of these church papers, pos- 
sibly 25,000, is Synod not doing a very unwise thing to continue an 
arrangement which makes the proper editing of these papers practically 
impossible? 

2. The little time given to our periodicals at present is that much 
time taken from other important work. A professor needs time for 
self-improvement and preparation for class work. The remark is occa- 
sionally made that Capital University is behind the times. How can it 
be otherwise as long as the teachers have two and three times more to 
do than can be done properly? When the president has both hands 
bound and he is necessitated to remain at his desk between recitation 
hours and during vacation doing extra work for Synod, to expect any- 
thing more than is being done would be to expect the miraculous. The 
two days, every week, given to the Lutheran Standard, is that much 
time taken from pastoral and important missionary work. It is an in- 
justice to the men trying to do the work and to those they are en- 
deavoring to serve. The editors are undermining their own health and 
must hear repeated complaints respecting work that remains undone. 


3. Our Synod is behind the times. Thirty and forty years ago an 
editor might attend to manifold duties besides editing. That time is past. 
The competition with other papers ably edited, the influence of the 
daily and weekly journals which enter the homes of our people, the 
educational facilities which many of our people enjoy, are conditions 
that have materially changed. Errors and superstitions are assuming 
more learned forms and must be met as they are. Immoralities are 
clothing themselves in fineries, and pretense is taking the place of an 
earnest Christianity. All these conditions call for Christian, churchly 
periodicals more carefully edited than is possible when many other 
duties are added. 


Denominational, yea synodical, organs, as are our journals, are to 
represent and advance the interests of the Church and of the Synod in 
particular. In order to do this effectively the editors should have the 
time to study up these various interests and to do the necessary travel- 
ing and corresponding. An occasional trip to one of our institutions 
or some other institution would be of great value to an editor and 
give him new thoughts respecting the work of Synod. An editor should 
also visit as many synodical conventions as possible and thus keep in 
touch with the whole work of Synod. 


Our periodicals have not been doing any advertising worth men- 
tioning. ‘Even the institutions of Synod are not properly advertised. 
Books that would do incalculable good if they were circulated, receive 
only a passing notice and in consequence remain on our shelves. Books 
for certain seasons of the Church year should be advertised at the right 
time and in the proper way. There is no one who considers this his 
duty, at any rate, it is not done. 
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Synod has authorized the Publication Board to receive suitable ad- 
vertising for our papers. This could be made profitable if there were 
some one to look after the matter. An editor, with hands free, could 
make this part of his business. 

But if a change in the arrangements for editing these periodicals 
should involve an additional outlay, the members of Synod may object 
on that ground. The objection falls away just as soon as the results 
which must follow such a change are taken into consideration. More- 
over, we beg Synod to consider well the following suggestions: 

1. Let one editor be appointed for the Lutherische Kirchenzeitung 
and one for the Lutheran Standard, whose respective duties it shall be 
to make these papers what they ought to be by giving their time and 
talents to editorial work. 

2. Let the Publication Board be authorized to assign such other 
duties to these editors as will not materially interfere with their editorial 
work. In this way they will be instrumental in securing patronage and 
funds that will soon exceed their salaries. The character of these duties 
will be better understood when we mention them. 

a) From time to time the books published by the Board or those 
sold by the Lutheran Book Concern could be reviewed and thoroughly 
advertised. 

b) In their visits to synods and conferences they could represent 
the interests of the Book Concern and talk up the periodicals and other 
publications of Synod. 

c) They might be authorized to establish local agencies for our 
periodicals and books. (There are periodicals with a smaller circula- 
tion than ours that support a man for doing this work alone.) 

In this way these editors would not only advance the interests of 
these periodicals by increasing their circulation, placing them on a pay- 
ing basis and making them much better servants of Synod, but they 
would in every way advance the interests of Synod. Whatever addi- 
tional expense there would be, would be a most profitable investment, 
bringing returns in more ways than one. The Lord who rules in Zion 
make us all His willing servants, His Spirit enlighten us that we may 
see our respective duties and give us patience and courage to do what 
our hands find to do to His honor and glory!

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PUBLICATION BOARD. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


To the Honorable Synod of Ohio and Other States 
Dear Brethren:—Your Board on Publication matters hereby submits 
its report for the two years following the last convention of Synod. 


I. The brethren elected to this Board at the last convention, to- 
gether with the members holding over, met on November 10, 1896, and 
organized the Board by electing Rev. D. Simon as chairman, the under- 
signed as secretary, Mr. Martin Hensel, of Columbus, O.; Rev. S. P. 
Long and Dr. Stellhorn as Executive Committee, and Messrs. Martin 
Hensel, Jacob Sheetz and E. H. Gleitsman as Auditing Committee. 
Martin Hensel was previously appointed a member of the Board in the 

place of Prof. J. H. Spielman, deceased. This appointment was con- 
firmed by the President of Synod. It is no more than proper to report 
here that Mr. Jacob Sheetz, of New Washington, attended but one mect- 
ing of the Board, viz. the first. He was repeatedly urged to come and, 
on failing to do so, was finally asked to resign, which he did. His resig- 
nation was accepted at the meeting of June 23, 1898. 

2. Periodicals: 

a) At the meeting of April 27, 1897, Prof. Hemminghaus was ap- 
pointed news editor of the Kirchenzeitung in place of Prof. E. Schmid, 
deceased. 

b) At the meeting of November 2, 1897, Rev. Simon resigned as 
editor of the “Standard”, on the ground that he cannot do the work 
on the “Standard” and attend to his parish at the same time. The resig- 
nation was laid upon the table and is hereby referred to Synod. 

c) At the same meeting the undersigned resigned as editor of the 
“Sunday School Lesson Leaf’ and the “Primary Lesson Paper, on 
the ground that he had too much work of that kind to do. The resig- 
nation with respect to the “Lesson Leaf was accepted and at a future 
meeting Rev. A. L. Nicklas was appointed its editor. 

d) At the meeting of January 12, 1898, Rev. Bochme resigned as 
editor of “Kinderfreude”, to take effect at the end of the present year. 

No definite grounds were given for the resignation. It is hereby laid 
before Synod for action. 

¢) In view of the fact that the proper editing of the Kirchenzeitung 
and the Standard“ requires more time and strength than can be devoted 
to it by any one who holds the office of pastor or a professorship in the 
College and Seminary, and since editors who would be free from these 
other duties could at the same time serve as German and English proof- 
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readers at the Book Concern, the Board passed a resolution asking 
Synod to appoint an editor for each of these periodicals, who shall also 
be the proof-readers at our publication house. In this connection a paper 
on this subject by Rev. Simon is likewise submitted for your consideration. 

f) Since the difference in size between the “Standard” and the “Kir- 
chenzeitung' has always been a source of some dissatisfaction, they being 
published at the same price, and since the “Standard” does not pay its 
way financially, the Board hereby asks Synod to cut down the size of 
the “Standard’”’ to that of its German companion. 

3. With a view of improving the means of instruction in our Sun- 
day schools the Board has prepared to publish a series of graded books, 
consisting of Bible histories and catechism. The proposed series con- 
tains the following: 

a) Picture cards with suitable passages. 

b) Stories from the Bible and Church history for children of seven 
to eight years of age. 

c) Bible History. This is the Primary Bible History that has al- 
ready been published. 

d) Catechism, first grade, ages eleven and twelve. 

e) Bible History. This is the higher Bible History already pub- 
lished. 

A circular before Synod will describe these books more at length. 
The Board thought it would be well also to publish a popular exposition 
of the Catechism, especially for the use of Sunday school teachers and 
other laymen. This series of books is being presented to the various 
district synodical conventions for consideration and is hereby laid before 
Synod also. 

4. Inasmuch as Dr. Loy declined to write the history of Synod 
Prof. Wm. Schmidt and Rev. P. A. Peter have been prevailed upon con- 
jointly to prepare the MS. It will appear first in German, probably 
during the coming year, and will afterwards appear also in English. 

5. The Board has repeatedly been asked to take steps toward the 
publication of Dr. Loy’s dicfations for his College and Seminary classes, 
as English Discourse, Psychology, and Theological Encyclopedia. An 
expression of Synod on this matter would be welcomed by the Board. 

6. Frequent complaints have been made to the Board that the bind- 
ing on our books, especially school books and Church and Sunday schob 
hymnals, is not at all satisfactory, and as often has the Board investi- 
gated the matter and tried to have the binding improved. The matter is 
spoken of here, 1) to find out whether the dissatisfaction is really gen- 
eral throughout Synod and whether the complaints are well-founded; 
2) to show that the Board has been trying to remedy the evil; 3) to 
receive the best advice Synod can give. ' 

_7. At the recommendation of the Auditing Committee the fiscal year 
for the Book Concern was changed so as to end with May 31 instead 
of March 31. The change was made on account of the latter date usually 
falling within the Easter season, a very busy time, making if difficult to 
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take the inventory properly and to audit the annual report. Then, too, 
it happened sometimes that one year did not contain any Easter sales, 
while the preceding or following year contained two such sales. 


8. Inasmuch as Messrs. Trauger and Heer placed in the publication 
house of Synod four Linotype machines, two presses and one motor with 
which to facilitate the work of Synod, a satisfactory contract has been 
made between said parties and the Board of Publication whereby these 
machines are placed in the service of Synod, but remain the property of 
Messrs. Trauger and Heer. The contract is enclosed in the minute book. 
of the Board and is open for inspection. 


9. In accordance with a resolution of Synod at its last con- 
vention, which however did not come before the Board in a direct and 
official manner, the Publication Board took steps to have the manage: 
ment of the Concern examined by competent outside persons. Mr. W. A. 8 
Martin, of Springfield, Ohio, assisted by Rev. H. J. Schuh, were secured 
for this work. The matter was attended to during the past spring in 
connection with the annual inventory and the result of their labor may 
be stated as follows: 


a) For want of time the committee limited itself in an examination 
of the inventory. 
b) They devoted three days to the work. 


¢) They found the inventory to have been taken correctly, with the 
following exceptions: 1) In some departments the machines were not 
itemized in the inventory; 2) in the composing-room the inventory was 
bv mistake based upon the list price instead of the actual cost price of ma- 
chinery and implements; 3) in their estimation the invoice on a number 
of machines was too high. The reduction thus recommended was accepted 
by the Board with respect to four machines, which resulted in a cut of 
$338.91 on the invoice; 4) certain worthless accounts were found in the 
credit column which should have been placed in the profit and loss column. 
The amount subsequently transferred in accordance with this recommen- 
dation was $762.57. 

d) The general result of the investigation may be stated thus: 1) 
The inventory has been placed upon a better basis for the future; 2) as 
to the management of the Concern in general the committee gave no 
reason to believe that there has been any mismanagement. 


e) The Board recommends to Synod that subscriptions to any of 
our periodicals, which have run three years and where efforts to collect 
have been fruitless, be discontinued at once. 


10. The question will, no doubt, be asked in connection with this 
report, why there was a deficit in the Concern’s account of the previous.

" | of distribution recommended by the experts and adopted by the Board. 
+e The increase in Real Estate account is the first advance during an in- 
terval of five years or more, and comes principally from the erection 
of several large buildings on the same street and near the property of 
the Concern. 

Quite a number of notes and accounts due the Concern were con- 
sidered extremely doubtful, if not worthless, and were transferred to 
Loss account, thus reducing the legitimate gains. The net gain is $5,- 
279.86. Of this amount 3,104.41, less $300.00 for permanent and other 
improvements, leaving $2,804.41, represents the advance on Real Estate, 
and $2,475.45 the profits on business transactions..

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REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


The matter before this committee was a communication from 
Rev. D. Simon pertaining to the editorship of the AKirchenzettung 
and Standard, the official report of the Board, and a communica- 
tion from Rev. E. Pfeiffer pertaining to the missionary depart- 
ment of the Standard. 

The two communications were considered in connection with 
the report of the Board. 

Those items in the Board’s report that called for no special 
consideration were passed over by your committee with the under- 
standing that no special action on the part of Synod signifies 
approval, viz. Nos. 1, 4, 6, 7, 13 and 15. 

1. Coricerning item 2, “Periodicals,” we would state 

a) That we do not deem it best at present to appoint a special 
editor for the Standard. Therefore we recommend that Rev. 
Simon’s resignation as editor of the Standard be not accepted. 

b) We recommend that the other departments remain in 
the hands of the editors. 

c) That the size of the Standard be cut down to that of the 
Kirchenzeitung. 

d) With reference to the Kirchenseitung we recommend that 
the present editors be reelected. 

e) With reference to point 2, item c, we recommend: 

1. The discontinuance of the Primary Lesson Paper. 

2. The approval of Rev. Nicklas as editor of the Lesson 
Leaves. 

f) -With reference to item d, Kinderfreude, we recommend 
that the resignation of Rev. E. A. Böhme, the present editor, 
be not accepted. 

2. With reference to item 3 we recommend: 

a) That point b be not adopted. 

b) That point d be not adopted. 

c) We favor the adoption of the Board’s suggestion that a 
popular exposition of the catechism be published. 

3. In regard to item 5 we recommend that Dr. Loy’s dic- 
tations be published in book form. 


4. With reference to item 8 we would state that, whilst we 
disapprove of the placing of those machines in the Concern with- 
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out having consulted the Board, we recommend to Synod to leave 
the continuance of the contract after the time specified in the 
hands of the Board. 

5. We recommend that item 11 be adopted. 

6. We likewise recommend that the three points under item 
12 be adopted. 

7. We recommend further that the date of the Kirchen- 
seittung and Standard appear on each page. | 

8. Concerning the statement of ledger, page 43, also page 

41, we recommend that from the item of real estate, $44,263.00, 
there should be deducted the sum of $2,804.41, represented as 
an advance in real estate, which advance should not be included 
in the assets of the Concern. This advance was placed in the 
assets by the agent to show the actual value of the Concern, in 
accordance with a wish expressed by Synod two years ago. 

9. We recommend that the Board be authorized to secure 
a traveling agent for the Concern. | 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


Items 1, 4, 6, 7, 13, 15 of the report of the Publication Board, 
cited in the introduction of the committee’s report, after brief 
consideration, were adopted by Synod. In the discussion of item 
6, however, considerable dissatisfaction was manifested with the 
binding of books and the wish was expressed that this depart- 
ment in our Book Concern might receive more attention in the 
future. Point 1, a, pertaining to the appointment of special editors 
for our church papers, consumed considerable of Synod’s time. 
A number of brethren advocated most earnestly the appointment 
of a special editor, believing that such a step would not only 
improve the paper, but increase the number of subscribers. With 
the present arrangement it is impossible to do justice to the work, 
inasmuch as the present editors are too much incumbered with 
other duties. A task so important and responsible should receive 
a man’s entire time. As regards the salary, it was stated that 
this could be met by a slight increase of the subscription price, 
say from $1.25 to $1.50. In addition to this it was stated, that 
by securing paying advertisements and by personal canvassing, 
considerable could be made and a surplus obtained. 

In opposition to this it was said, that when we consider our 
financial condition and the dissatisfaction prevailing among breth- 
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ren in this regard, we ought to do nothing at this session of Synod 
that would unnecessarily increase our expenses. And when we 
recall our sad experience in regard to our church papers some 
years ago, we should avoid every innovation of doubtful expedi- 
ency. When some years ago the principal argument advanced 
for the reduction of subscription price was the wider circulation 
of our church papers for the education of our people, how can 
we be so indifferent to this principle now and think it a small 
matter of indifference to lose several hundred subscribers. The 
fact was also emphasized that all have not the same gifts, that 
there is a diversity of gifts, and that it would be a great loss to 
the church if these were not employed. That different writers 
with special gifts for their departments can edit a paper more 
profitably than one man alone, will not be questioned. And if 
the different department editors were retained, it would certainly 
be a special act of grace on their part if they did their work gratis. 
The present arrangement is beyond all question the best, and 
whenever possible the editor-in-chief should be a pastor in office. 
We have men now in different departments whose services we 
would be loath to miss. 

Item 1, a, was then adopted. Also 1, b. 

Item 1, c, was voted down. 

Point 1, item d, Prof. F. W. Stellhorn, D. D., having repeat- 
edly refused to accept the editorship of the Kirchenzeitung, Synod 
finally elected Rev. E. A. Böhme to this position. Rev. Böhme 
promised to accept, with the condition that his congregation gives 
its consent. The other two editors were retained, with the under- 
standing that Prof. Hemminghaus continue to edit the depart- 
ment of “Church News,” which he has conducted since the death 


of Prof. E. Schmid. For the missionary department Rev. J. H. 
Schneider was elected. 


It was also resolved that the Kirchenzeitung be made the 
size of the Standard. Point 1, e and f adopted. 

The editors of the theological magazines, the Child’s Paper 
and Little Missionary were retained. 

Point 2, a-c, adopted. 

Item 3, by request of Dr. Loy, was stricken out. 

Items 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 were adopted. 

Item 9 was stricken out, as past experience has proven such 
a step unwise. 
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REPORTS OF BOARDS AND COMMITTEES. 


HOME MISSIONS. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


Columbus, Ohio, August 7, 1898. 


Honorable President and Beloved Brethren:—With pleasure we proceed 
to hand you.this report. The Lord has blessed our mission work beyond 
our expectations. This is apparent not only from the occurrences of 
the past two years, but from our work as a whole. 


A BRIEF REVIEW 


Will suffice to prove what has been stated. Fourteen years ago 
Synod resolved to place the management of our mission affairs into the 
hands of a Board of Home Missions. Without any interruption the work 
has been carried on in this wise ever since. When the Board met for 
ne first time, October 23, 1884, it was ascertained, that all of the districts 
together gave support in whole or in part to twelve men. This number 
has gradually increased until we now have fifty-six names on our list. 
Altogether 117 different fields have received support from the mission 
treasury. We may safely assume an average of two congregations for 
each field. We thus find that in fourteen years no less than 234 congre- 
gations have been supplied with the means of grace. 

During these years eighteen fields were “lost, strayed or stolen.” 
Some had to be given up because untoward: circumstances prevented the 
gathering of a Lutheran Church. Others were enticed away from us 
by synods who delight to reap where they have not sown. 

Forty-six fields or ninety-two congregations have become self-sup- 
porting. In fact several districts of our Synod are the direct results of 
its mission efforts. 

Fourteen years ago one congregation held $2,916.00. This consti- 
tuted the Building Fund at that time. Since then sixty-four congregations 
have received loans ffom this treasury. Thirteen congregations have paid 
back the full amount loaned them. Others have paid back part of their 
indebtedness. The present standing of this fund can be seen from the 
treasurer's report. 


PRESENT STATE OF THE WORK. 


The following ten congregations, which were on the mission list two 
years ago, have become self-supporting: Christ congregation, Detroit; 
Concordia congregation, Baltimore; the congregafion at Duluth: the con- 
gregations in and around Cameron, Idaho; the congregations composing 
the Ritzville, Washington, charge; the congregation at Akron, lowa; 
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the congregation at Almira, Wash.; the congregation at Woodville, Wis.; 
the congregation at Merrill, Wis.; the congregations at Danbury, Strat- 
ton and Benkleman, Neb. A goodly number of fields have assumed a 
larger share of their pastor’s support; others are about to do this. 

Another proof of progress is found in the fact that several large 
fields, for example, Rev. Horn’s, Rev. Rieke’s and Rev. C. Meyer’s, could 
be divided. Several fields erected neat chapels. This work of dividing 
should be continued until each missionary has at highest two congrega- 
tions. This would enable our men to begin congregational schools at 
once. Until this is the case, we dare not expect an easy task to infro- 
duce Lutheran doctrines and practices into newly gathered congregations. 
A large number of churches should also be built. As long as a mission 
has no church home, it is working at a great disadvantage. Every change 
of location means a loss of some members. It is to be regretted that a 
large sum of money has been placed in cities in which wholly unforeseen 
events have made it impossible for the congregations to refund their 
loans. Among these places are Spokane English congregation and the 
Chicago German congregation. 

The fifty-six missionaries are divided among the ten districts as 
follows: The Eastern District has four; the First English District has 
ten; the Concordia District has two; the Northern District has three; 
the Western District has four; the Texas District has three; the Wisconsin 
District has five; the Minnesota District has nine; the Kansas-Nebraska 
District four, and the Washington District has twelve. 

During the past year death called two of our faithful laborers to their 
eternal reward. They are Rev. P. S. Swinehart, of Sandusky, Ohio, and 
Rev. J. W. Schlichting, of Stockton, Ills. Both are well worthy of being 
kept in sacred memory. 

It grieves us to be obliged to report that the Michigan Synod, 
through its representatives, has found it proper to estrange several con- 
gregations in Oregon from us. The Synod of the Northwest recently 
organized and in synodical connection with the General Council so far 
forgot itself as to break into a field served by Rev. A. Horn for years. 
This field lies in Sherman county, Oregon. The Board had received a. 
report from Rev. Horn and Visitator Doescher. On the strength of 
this a man was called but did not accept. While the Board was casting 
about for another man the “renowned” L. Grey, who had been incautiously 
received into our Synod, but who found it convenient to slip out of it 
again, when an investigation was in progress at Oregon City, saw fit to 
call Rev. B. to his aid. The two, full of daring, invaded the country and 
reported such glowing results that the district decided to send a man 
thither. The result will be opposition work, since our man is already on 
the field. Nothing else was to be expected of Grey, but it is sad to think 
that the “Lutheran” should help to elevate such deeds and that a whole 
district should decide to use the widow's mites consecrated to mission 
work for such purposes. 

For full particulars in regard to the English work at Spokane and 
Chicago, as well as other minutiæ, we refer the Preliminary Committee 
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and the Honorable Synod to the presidents of the respective districts, 
as well as to the president of the Mission Board. 


THE PROSPECTS. 


Without in any way interfering with any other Lutheran Synod's 
work, there is plenty of room left for good, hard work. It takes longer 
to gather a congregation at present than it did ten years ago, for the 
number of immigrants is not as great as then. There are, however. 
enough already in this country who need to be gathered into the fold to 
which they belong. In order fo carry on the work effectually, several 
districts should by all means have traveling missionaries. The Minne- 
sota and the Washington Districts have repeatedly and earnestly petitioned 
for such workers. Shall the Board send them? The Concordia District 
complains that its terrifory has been neglected. Men and money are 
wanted. Shall they be forthcoming? If the Texas District is to grow, 
it needs more attention. What think ye, brethren? 

In the older districts, for insfance the Eastern and Western and North- 
ern, there are whole communities without a Lutheran church of any 
Synod or language. The pioneers found nothing there and we have 
passed by ever since. Should we not begin to do something in this

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


Dear Brethren:—Our work is the most modest and the most difficult 
in Synod and yet by far not the most unimportant not the most hopeless. 
As Lutherans we ought to place this as well as other works in the light 
of God's Word and not in the glimmer of human prejudice. To apply 
all the curses of Scripture to the literal Israel and all the promises to 
the spiritual Israel is to wrest Scripture to suit the fancy. Israel is cursed 
indeed, having no home, no temple, no priesthood, no sacrifice, no Sa- 
viour, no peace (Hosea 3.) and being often scorned and oppressed by 
those peoples who ought to lead it to Him who is the way, the truth, and 
the life. But the gifts and the calling of God are without repentance. 
“I say then, hath God cast away His people? God forbid!” Rom. II. 
Israel cannot be saved in its present unbelief, but God is able to graff 
them in. He demonstrated it on the first Pentecost, when 3,000 Jews 
were converted. He has shown it since and to any unprejudiced heart, 
the future is bright with promises. We know very well that He works 
through means, but has he not entrusted us with these means? Has 
He not given us the light, placing those so much in need of it before our 
very doors? Are we unwilling to let our light shine, then it loses its 
illuminating power in our own hearts. That falent which the slothful 
servant buried in a napkin was taken away from him and given to others 
who made good use of their trust. Matt. 25. Some of the best informed 
leaders among the Jews have given uttcrance to this statement, that iif 
the Christians had always treated the Jews according to the Gospel there 
would be no more Jews. Here is the whole philosophy of missions: 
Treat them according to the Gospel! If we look back upon the last two 
years how much is there to repent of in this regard, and yet the Lord 
has blessed us who so little deserved it. 

By His grace we were permitted to call many a lost sheep of the 
house of Israel to their own Shepherd, Christ Jesus. Thousands of tracts 
and parts of the New Testament in German, English, Hebrew and Jargon 
were distributed in Pittsburg and vicinity. We are especially thankful 
to those friends of Israel who from different states of the Union wrote 
for literature or sent me addresses of Jewish acquaintances with some of 
whom I could correspond with regard to the one thing needful. And to 
those who seem to lose patience I Would call to mind the word of God: 
“My beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, unmovable, always abounding in 
the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labor is not in 
vain in the Lord.” 1 Cor. 15, 58. 

After the last Synod, the Jewish Mission Board met and re- 
solved that as long as we are unable to support and equip a mission to

the Jews, the writer be requested to spend one day of each week among 
them, and since such work and absence from home incurred various 
expenses, the sum of $3.00 a week was voted to the laborer. 


It was surely a kind Providence that not long after this when we 
began to doubt the possibility of carrying out these instructions and ar- 
rangements conscientiously, we found a man, a Gentile Christian, whose 
love to Israel had been kindled by a deep study of the Word, with whom 


-we could make satisfactory arrangements with regard to the spreading 


of missionary literature on the Jewish Sabbath and our Sundays. To 
see this man so frequently and shamefully abused by some Jews, still 
to press the claim of the Gospel upon them and thus opening doors for 
me to enter, was often a precious and delightful experience. 


Can you show any visible results? Certainly! To be anathematized 
in the synagogues because of one’s work in the kingdom of Jesus, is 
“result” enough for any apostle. But whilst some are cursing, others 
learn to exult with the prophet: How beautiful upon the mountains are 
the feet of him that bringeth good tidings, that publisheth peace. Jer. 
52, 7. Our present mode of working is not likely to bring us any bap- 
tisms. We have no abiding place among them. They cannot come fo 
me at their own convenient time, for I do not live in Pittsburg, nor in 
the center of Allegheny, nor have I an office among them, nor am 1 


uncertain. If we are permitted to sow the seed, if we find willing cars, 
and there are enough of them, we can thank God and take courage. 
willing to baptize any man whose subsistence after baptism is altogether 

In the following points we crystalize our experience of the last two 
years: 


1. Israel needs the Gospel, for it is always drifting farther away 
from the old moorings of superstition, and landing upon the quagmire 
of infidelity; its strong miasmas will become dangerous to Church and 
State. It needs the Gospel for its own and for our sake. 

2. What we need in this field is not a missionary who should bring 
the good tidings to this or that individual merely, but one who should 
multiply himself by enlisting the Church into prayer, testimony and per- 
sonal endeavor in behalf of Israel. 

3. We as a Synod so richly blessed of God have the men and the 
means for this work. Are we willing to consecrate them to this difficult 
but blessed service? 


Leaving this matter with the Lord and your conscience, we remain,

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 
Baltimore, Md., June 17, 1898. 


Honorable President and Brethren of Synod: 


The announcement of another biennial meeting of Joint Synod in 
the near future reminds the Board of Colored Missions that we must 
review the work of the past two years and submit a report of our experi- 
ence, blessings and achievements. It is with fervent gratitude to the 
ever faithful Lord of the vineyard that we acknowledge the growing 
interest among the brethren of Synod, as evidenced in the liberal con- 
tributions made in support of this branch of our mission field for the 
past two years. 

To us this general awakening of Synqd to a more comprehensive 
view of the peculiar needs of the Colored race in our midst, and the 
generous response our appeals have brought forth, bespeak an encour- 
aging outlook for our mission. 

It is not possible for us to make a full sfatement of what has ‘bees ac- 
complished among the brethren of Synod through the influence and 
instruction imparted by our Colored missionary, Rev. N. Carter, while 
making his lecture tours for the past two years. Of course we can report 
that he everywhere met with a most hearty welcome, and our treasurers 
statements will indicate very encouraging contributions, but that by no 
means comprises the entire advance that has been made. 

Many of our people nave stood face to face with our Colored mission- 
ary, they have heard of the condition and needs of the Colored people 
from one of the race who could speak of these things from experience, 
they have witnessed in him the saving effect of the Word of God on the 
Colored man instructed after the Lutheran way. All this we believe has 
served to bring our Colored mission nearer home in the estimation of 
many congregafions and endeared the cause in the hearts of many who 
otherwise would have given the mission but a passing consideration. We 
feel confident in reporting that our brethren of Synod generally have 
a better knowledge of the Colored people, and realize more than ever 
before our sacred obligation with reference to their religious instruction 
and evangelization. No doubt much prejudice has been overcome and 
the baneful impression that a Colored man could not become a “good 
Lutheran” fo a great extent destroyed. We have reason to expect a 
more general co-operation and generous support in the future than at 
any time since Synod has entered into this field of mission work. 

We come now to speak more directly of our work in the field. Since 
our last report, two years ago, our efforts have been directed mainly to 
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the mission we then proposed to start in the city of Baltimore. For some 
time church service and Sunday school were conducted in a small room 
of a private dwelling we had rented. It soon became evident that a church 
was a necessity if we were to successfully continue the work in the city. 

A lot on Eden street was leased at an annual rent of $60.00, which 
rent may be redeemed upon the payment of $1,000.00. Steps were imme- 
diately taken to erect a church. Plans for a modest church edifice were 
prepared by Mr. L. F. Stutz, architect, Washington, D. C. 

The contract was let and work began in May of 1897. The corner- 
stone was laid on June 27, during the session of the Eastern District in 
Baltimore. The church was dedicated on September 5, 1897. 

We take this opportunity of presenting the accompanying cuts of 
the building, one of the exterior and the other of the interior, with the 
hope that they will be of special interest to all those who have in any way 
contributed to the actual erection of the first Lutheran church of Joint 
Synod for the exclusive use of the Colored people. 

The cost of the building alone was $2,033.36.. And to furnish it with 
furnace, chairs, altar, gas-fixtures, carpet, ete., we expended $213.96, as 
shown in the treasurer’s report. And we feel especially gratified in being 
able to report that the Board succeeded in promptly meeting all these 
obligations without incurring any debt. Much of the money was raised 
by collections of the congregations visited by Rev. Carter, and consider- 
able was received from the many brethren of Synod to whom the Board 
made a direct and personal appeal. We doubt if there is another church 
in the Joint Synod of Ohio in the erection of which there were so many 
of the brethren directly interested. Almost every State in the Union is 
represented by contributions in the building. 

We now come to the spiritual edifice—the essential work of the mis- 
sion. It is more difficult to give an exact description of what we have 
accomplished in this respect than when we speak of the material edifice. 
We cannot reckon the spiritual gain according to numbers, neither ac- 
cording to dollars and cents. In this respect we walk and work by faith, 
not by sight, being fully assured that the Lord and Masfer of the work 
who gave the Word, the power of God unto salvation, and sent it forth, 
will not suffer it to return void, but will so bless our efforts put forth in 
obedience fo his command, that the Word shall accomplish that where- 
unto He sent it. The gain in numbers is perhaps not as encouraging as 
some might expect. But we feel confident that our gain has been a sub- 
stantial one—one that insures future stability. The average attendance 
at church service is about thirty-five. The Sunday school enrollment is 
forty. We have a church membership of twenty. Doubtless much more 
could have been accomplished in the actual building up of the congrega- 
tion if Rev. Carter could have given his entire attention to it. But for 
nearly a year he was traveling throughout the country lecturing in the 
interest of the mission, and during this time the congregation was almost 
entirely without pastoral care. The services and Sunday school were 
conducted by neighboring Joint Synod pastors and interested laymen. 
Now that the mission has a comfortable church home and Rev. Carter's 
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constant pastoral attention, we have reason to hope, with the continued 
loyal support of Synod and the never-failing blessing of the Master, for 
more aggressive work in the future. 


ONE THING MORE, 


However, is needed in order that the mission may be properly equipped 
for thorough mission work, and that is a Parochial School in Baltimore 
City. 

While it has been the constant and unanimous desire of the Board to 
have such a’ school, yet they have, hitherto, not seen their way clear to 
undertake it in view of the additional expense it would necessarily incur. 
But we now take this opportunity to propose to Joint Synod that she 
authorize the Board to begin such a school at once, and that this matter 
through the authority of Synod be commended to the attention of the 
brethren in general for their support. 

Work at Ivy Lane has been, discontinued. This is due to the fact 
that the Colored people who were employed in the neighborhood have 
removed from Ivy Lane and their place taken by white laborers; and, 
furthermore, those members of the mission who lived at a distance can, 
since the extension of rapid transit, more easily attend the city mission. 

The property at Ivy Lane is still in possession of the Board, subject 
to the same encumbrances as reported two years ago. The dwelling is 
occupied as a parsonage by Rev. Carter. 

The financial condition and obligations of the Board are indicated in 
the treasurer’s report, which is herewith submitted to the atfention of

REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE ON 
MISSION MATTERS. 

Your committee has in hand the reports of the various mis- 
sion boards for years from 1896 to 1898, and we beg to offer the 
following resolutions for the approval of the honorable Synod: 

1. Home Missions — With thanks to God we acknowledge 
that our work has increased since we have a general board for 
missions, and that our work, also in the last two years, has been 
greatly blessed. 

2. Dividing Mission Fiekds— We recommend that the 
board be encouraged to divide large mission fields in order that 
our missionaries may have time to establish parochial schools and 
to gather and educate the young. 

3. Building Fund— We regret very much that so many 
congregations fail to pay back the money which they borrowed 
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from the Building Fund. The board should do all it can to col- 
lect these debts. The whole sum due is about $6,300. We rec- 
ommend again that all moneys for the Church Building Fund 
pass through the hands of the treasurer of our Home Mission 

4. Building Churches— Our missionaries should be in- 
structed to be as saving as possible in building new churches in 
their fields and to lay their plans before the Mission Board before 
they begin to build. 

5. A Protest— We recommend that our Synod protest 
against the action of the English Synod of the Northwest, be- 
longing to the General Council, sending a missionary against the 
protests of our Mission Board, and of the Washington District 
of our Synod into Sherman county, Oregon, a field occupied by 
one of our missionaries and for which our board earnestly tried 
to get a suitable man. 

6. ‘Traveling Missionary for Minnesota District — We rec- 
ommend that our board be instructed to call a traveling mission- 
ary for the Minnesota District as soon as possible. 

7. Concordia District — In the distribution of money for 
missions the Concordia District should be remembered more in 
the future than in the past. 


8. The Work in Texas — The Mission Board asks: Shall 
we pay more attention to our missiomary work in Texas? We 
recommend to answer: Yes, to the best of our ability. 

9. Missionary Work in Older Districts— The Mission 
Board directs our attention to the fact that there are whole com- 
munities within the boundaries of our older districts that are 
without Lutheran churches of any synod or language and asks, 
What shall we do in regard to such places. We recommend that 
the different conferences take the matter in hand and that they 
direct their ministers to make visits here and there to see what 
the prospects may be and then to report to the conferences that 
they may act further and do the best they can for places where 
there is a probability for organizing congregations. 

10. Money for Home Missions for the Next Two Years — 
As our Synod has increased we recommend that instead of $10,- 
000 a year $12,000 a year be allowed to our Mission Board to use 
for missionary work; and in order to raise $12,000 yearly we rec- 
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ommend that all our congregations be urged to hold mission fes- 
tivals, a yearly children’s day, and, where it is possible, monthly 
missionary services, and to ask our people for larger donations 
and bequests for missions. 

11. Property of the English Mission in Spokane— We 
advise that the property of the English mission in Spokane be 
sold for a price acceptable to the Mission Board. 

12. The Mission Work Among Negroes — We express 
our gratification that the board for the mission among the colored 
people in Baltimore has succeeded in building a church and get- 
ting along without going into debt to any great extent, and we 
recommend that the board be authorized to begin a parochial 
school at once and that Synod grant permission to the Board to 
collect $500 to build a school-house. 

13. Hebrew Missions—In regard to missionary work 
among the Jews we acknowledge that this work is most difficult, 
but at the same time that it is God’s will that we perform it, and 
we recommend that Synod instruct the Mission Board to con- 
tinue in the work as heretofore. 

14. Money for Foreign Missions — We recommend that we 
continue to send our contributions for foreign missions to Her- 
mannsburg, Hanover. 

15. Mr. D. Shabatz, of Persia, who has prepared himself for 
the ministry in different institutions, lastly in Mount Airy, Phila- 
delphia, appeared before us with the request that our Synod might 
send him as a missionary to Persia to work among the Armenians, 
Nestorians and Mohammedans there. We have read his biog- 
raphy and his papers of recommendation and had a lengthy col- 
loguy with him. We feel confident that he is an earnest Chris- 
tian gentleman and that he fully agrees with us in the doctrines 
of the Lutheran Church. His desire is to work in connection 
with Rev. Pera Johannes, who prepared himself for the ministry 
in Hermannsburg. We are of the opinion that our Synod should 
send him to Persia. We propose that $1,500.00 be allowed for 
the next two years for this mission from the treasury of the foreign 
mission. 

16. Missions Among Slavonians— We received a letter 
from Rev. Béhme in regard to Slavonian Lutherans around 
Youngstown and at other places, who are without the means of 
grace, and who need the Word of God in their own language. 
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We recommend to refer the matter to our Board for Home Mis- 
sions. 


17. Compensation to the Treasurer of the Board for Home 
Missions — Whereas the treasurer of the Board for Home Mis- 
sions has worked long and faithfully and as the work has become 
very laborious, we recommend that a compensation of at least 
$60 a year be given him. 

18. Thanks of Synod — In our estimation thanks of Synod 
are due to all our different boards of missions for their faithful 
work. 

ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


Items 1, 2, 5, 6, 7, 9, 10, 12, 13, 14, 16 and 18 were adopted 
by Synod after brief consideration. 

Item 3 adopted with the following addition: 

Resolved, That the Home Mission Board be instructed to 
advance money from the Church Building Fund for three or five 
years, after which time the following rate of interest be charged: 
After five years, 4 per cent.; after eight years, 5 per cent.; after 
ten years, 6 per cent. 

The Revs. J. Hoerr and J. F. Doescher, Sr., desired their 
names to be recorded as voting in protest. 

To item 4 the following was added: 

Resolved, That mission congregations be required to submit 
their plans for building to the Home Mission Board, and that un- 
less said board can a e their plans, no money be loaned from 
the Church Building Fund. Item 4 adopted. 

In regard to item 8 the question was asked: Will it justify 
us to continue our mission work in Texas? Upon this question 
opinions were divided, yet after considerable discussion it be- 
came apparent that the field is too important to be discontinued. 
There are scores of intelligent Germans there without Word and 
Sacraments, who are not only indifferent to their own spiritual 
condition, but who have also shamefully neglected the religious 
training of their children. Better results would have been at- 
tained, had we been more successful in securing good men for 
the field. Other Synods have succeeded and why should not we? 
Item 8 was then adopted. ; 

In explanation of item 11 the following brief history was 
given: Rev. Paul Hein begun the English work at Spokane 
under the instruction of Synod, and under his administration 
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ground was purchased and a church and parsonage built at a cost 
of $8,500. Of this amount the congregation raised $1,200, leav- 
ing a debt of $7,300. This step was not taken, however, until 
after Pastor Hein had presented the plans to the Washington 
District, which district approved the plans and encouraged the 
brother to go forward with the work. Dissatisfaction having 
arisen in regard to the salary of Pastor Hein allowed by the Mis- 
sion Board, said board felt constrained to call him from Spo- 
kane. This is recognized to have been a mistake, as Brother 
Hein was laboring with fair success. Two vacancies now oc- 
curred, one of six and one of nine months, during which time no 
services were held. Naturally the people became discouraged; 
some moved away, some became careless, so that the member- 
ship has constantly decreased until few are left. Would it not 
be best, therefore, under the existing circumstances, to discon- 
tinue the field and sell the property, according to the recom- 
mendation of the committee? This proposition, however, met 
with an earnest protest. Under no circumstances should we dis- 
pose of the property, but do all in our power to revive the work 
there. The prospects there are not so small, and with the proper 
support from Synod, the work could again be placed on a safe 
footing. Item 11 was then stricken out and the following 
adopted as a substitute: 

Resolved, That the Mission Board be instructed, that, as soon 


as they deem it advisable, an English missionary be called to 
Spokane, Wash. 


Item 15, pertaining to the sending of Mr. D. Shabatz to 
Persia, received the earnest consideration of Synod. It was said, 
that since we now have a man and money at our disposal, ought 
we not go forward in the name of God and begin foreign mis- 
sion work? Is this not the finger of God? Is this not the op- 
portunity we have been looking for for years? How can we 
consistently preach about the condition of the heathen and do 
nothing ourselves directly for their conversion? And thus the 
matter of sending Mr. Shabatz to Persia was earnestly advocated. 
But there were also many earnest voices against this step. In 
the first place, doubt was expressed as to whether Rev. Johannes, 
with whom Mr. Shabatz desired to co-operate, labors under the 
auspices of the Hermannsburg Mission Society. Then there are 
many other questions, besides that of men, to be considered, be- 
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fore we begin foreign missions. Chief among them is the field. 
No work should be begun until the field has been thoroughly 
investigated. The fact was also emphasized that the people in 
Persia are in a measure Christians, and besides that the Presbyte- 
rians already occupy the field. Best that can be done for the 
present would be to recommend Mr. D. Shabatz to the Hermanns- 
burg Mission Society and appoint a committee to thoroughly in- 
vestigate some foreign mission field and report in two years. 
The following was then adopted for item 15: 

Resolved, 1, That a committee of three pastors be appointed 
whose duty it shall be, 


a) To take into serious consideration the question whether 
the time has come for us to establish a foreign mission of our own. 


b) To collect the necessary information pertaining to the 
question. 

c) To report to Synod in two years. 

2. Meanwhile, we recommend Mr. D. Shabatz to the Her- 


mannsburg Mission Society, that he be sent to Persia and that 
we support him. 


The Honorable President then appointed the following Com- 
mittee on Foreign Missions: Revs. E. A. Boehme, E. Pfeiffer 
and Prof. K. Hemminghaus. The General President is a mem- 
ber ex-officio. 

Item 17 was adopted with the addition that the Secretary 
receive the same compensation for his faithful services.

REPORT OF THE GENERAL TREASURER. 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Ohio and other States. 


Dear Brethren: — 1 herewith present for your consideration my sixth 
bi-ennial report as Treasurer of the various institutions, beginning with 
September 1, 1896, and ending August 27, 1898. 

At the last meeting of Synod, held in Dayton, your honorable body 
reduced appropriations from $30,000 to $24,500 annually. Even with 
this reduction, which made the sum total for the two years $49,000, we 
were able to raise only $46,107.73, or a little less than $3,000 below the 
amount appropriated. In the two years previous $60,946.78 were raised, 
but this was owing to the fact that we received an extra large Easter 
collection. Not taking this Easter collection into consideration, I be-

lieve the collections in the past two years were better than the two 
previous years. 

By strict economy I am of the opinion that the same appropriation 
will carry us through the next two years. While the times are brighten- 
ing up some, still the utmost economy should be practiced even if our 
income will grow larger. 

Two years ago all of the institutions were in the neighborhood of 
$12,000 in arrears in salaries and household debts. This does not in- 
clude the building debts of Woodville and the Orphans’ Home School. 
I am sure this is not the case this year by one-half. 


TRANSFER OF BUILDING DEBTS TO THE GENERAL TREASURY. 


The fact that Synod transferred the building debt of the St. Paul 
building demonstrates more clearly that the same should be done with 
building debts of all the institutions. This treasury has also paid the 
last $2,000 note on the new building at Capital University, and a note 
of $650 on the building at Woodville. 


A CONTEMPLATED CHANGE. 


The Orphans’ Home Board again asks to come out from under the 
General Treasury. A mistake will be made if this is done. I understand 
complaints are made that this Treasury does not send moneys fast 


enough Any one knowing anything about the financial straits during 


the past two years and then looking at the various institution reports, 
will see at a glance that every one of them was well treated. Any in- 
formation desired on this point wil be cheerfully given personally.

REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


Your committee has examined the financial reports of our 
officials and begs leave to report as follows: 

1. We find the advice of our President in regard to the 
legacy of Mrs. L. to be wise and recommend that the Board of 
the Orphans’ Home be instructed to act in accordance with it. 

2. We agree with the President that the alteration of the 
beneficiary system directed by Synod has not been followed by 
the expected results. The number of students in all our institu- 
tions has decreased and the contributions for our educational 
institutions are $3,000.00 short of their appropriation, though 
progress is apparent. We have reason to fear that the devotion 
of many of our people is luke-warm because the abolition of the 
beneficiary system has closed the doors of our institutions against 
their sons. We venture to advise the resumption of the benefi- 
ciary system in a new form. We are convinced that pupils for 
our institutions can be secured only by direct solicitation of pas- 
tors and teachers. The great difficulty to be surmounted in ob- 
taining the consent of parents and young men lies in the fact that 
such a determination means the assumption of a considerable out- 
lay of money for years, unless the expenses for all or a part of 
the time be borne by Synod. That cannot and should not be 
done. 

If now a pastor or several neighboring pastors together de- 
cide upon one or more young men to be sent to one or the other 
institution we are confident that with some effort all or a part 
of the money needed for their support can be secured by appro- 
priation or private contributions on the part of these congrega- 
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tions, and thus enable the students to enter upon and continue 
their studies; and this without reducing the amount collected 
from these charges in regular channels. In this manner the at- 
tendance at our institutions can be increased and kept up as our 
needs demand. Thus Synod as such would not be necessitated to 
extend beneficiary aid to any extent. The matter should be made 
the subject of consideration at our local conferences. This plan 
adopted, pastors and congregations would manifest greater in- 
terest in the young men supported. We should have students in 
much greater number, and we see no other way to secure them 
and to protect the interests of Synod than by the plan here advo- 
cated. However special resolutions need to be passed by the 
several district synods to render it effective. We recommend 
that an opportunity be given the President to express his views on 
the subject. 

3. It appears that the efforts of our President have resulted 
in an addition of $6,000 to our endowment fund in the form of 
legacies and scholarships. The thanks of Synod are due for such 
work. 

4. The representative of Capital University states that this 
institution will need an annual appropriation of 88,000 during 
the coming biennium, $1,000 less than heretofore, owing to the 
diminution of the beneficiary list. We therefore recommend the 
reduction of the appropriation from $9,000 to $8,000, this amount 
to be exclusive of all other income from regular sources. 

5. Turning to our Woodville Seminary we cannot fail to 
note the economical management of its funds. Its officials have 
succeeded in reducing the building debt by $1,700. We recom- 
mend an appropriation of $3,500 annually. 

6. Also with reference to the Seminary at St. Paul, it can be 
said that resolute attempts have been made to administer its 
finances upon an economical basis. We recommend a continu- 
ance of the present appropriation. The attention of Synod is 
called to the inefficiency, etc., of the heating apparatus, and direc- 
tion should be given to have the necessary repairs made at once. 
Better business methods should be followed in the collection ot 
moneys due from students. 

7. The “Home for the Aged” at . recom- 
mend an appropriation of $800 to this institution; and this amount 
should be promptly paid in order that the board may not be forced

to use funds which should, according to the constitution, be left 
intact. 

8.a) It is the consensus of the committee, after conferring 
with the General Treasurer, that the usual appropriation of $s,- 
ooo should be paid to the Treasurer of the Orphans’ Home in 
regular quarterly installments in order to enable him to secure 
better prices by cash payment. 

b) The supply of bread could be secured more cheaply by 
having it baked at the Home. An additional advantage of this 
would be the teaching of a good trade to some of the inmates. 

c) Improvements should be made in the management of 
the farm. We request that the board be held to act upon the 
above suggestions. 

9. a) Coming to the report of the General Treasurer we 
favor the adoption of his recommendation, that the building 
debts of the various institutions be shouldered by the General 
Treasury. 

b) We protest against a further agitation of the separation 
of the treasury of the Orphans’ Home from the General — 
This question ought to be dropped once for all.

We would encourage the President in his effort to secure an 
adequate endowment fund for our chief institution and bespeak 
for him the aid of all our pastors and people. 
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11. We have audited the report of the Treasurer of Synod 
and find it correct. In conclusion we move a vote of thanks to 
the treasurers for their faithfulness. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


Item 1 was adopted. 


Item 2 was considered at some length. It was stated that 
the attendance at our schools is decreasing all the time — a fact 
that should give us anxious concern. Some were inclined to 
attribute this decline to the change in the beneficiary system. 
It was also noted that not only had the number of students de- 
creased, but our collections just as well. If this state of affairs 
were to continue many years our debt would be materially in- 
creased. It would seem that many pastors no longer manifest 
the interest in our institutions they did in former years. The 
fact that the appropriation for Columbus can be reduced from 
$9,000.00 to $8,000.00 is not to be attributed, however, to a de- 
crease in expenditures, but to other sources of increase, viz.: in- 
terest on legacies, scholarships, etc. It was also stated that this. 
decrease in collections as also in the number of students is to be 
attributed largely to the hard times through which we have 
passed. With the improvement of the times there would result 
a corresponding improvement in our institutions. The old bene- 
ficiary system had its weaknesses, was often abused, and there 
was just ground for complaint. If the money which has been 
lost on unworthy students could be replaced, we could wipe out 
our debt with it. If there are worthy young men deserving of 
support, it certainly ought not be difficult to interest our people 
and congregations in them. And if individual congregations. 
could not do the work alone, then let it be undertaken by whole 
conferences. This plan is pursued in other synods with good 
results. This matter should receive an earnest discussion in our 
several districts with the hope of improving our institutions. 
Item 2 was then adopted. 

Items 3 and 4 adopted. After the calling of fourth theo- 
logical professor for Columbus, however, the appropriation for 


said institution was raised to . Li. last clause of item 
5 was stricken out. 


Items 6 and 7 3 without change. 
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Item 8 was divided and point a was first discussed. Some 
dissatisfaction was expressed. It would seem, that in former 
years, the management of this institution was not as economical 
as it might have been. A comparison was made between this 
institution and other orphans’ homes in which the number of 
children is about the same and the total outlay is considerably 
less.. The difference is certainly striking and cannot be disre- 
garded. Then, in the purchase of the farm and in the erection 
of the school house judicious economy was not exercised. Be- 
sides, let it not be forgotten that an Orphans’ Home is a neces- 
sity and not an institution in which it is desired to have many 
children. The further fact was pointed out, that of the 67 chil- 
dren only one-fourth are full orphans and three-fourths are half 
orphans. 

In regard to the bakery it was said, that not only the larger 
boys, but also girls could be utilized in this department. Per- 
taining to the management of the farm it was said, that since it 
is located so near Richmond, it could be utilized more profitably 
by gardening than by farming, and that the board should give 
this matter more attention in the future. Item 8 was then 
adopted. 

The first part of item 9 was stricken out, and the second part 
was unanimously adopted by Synod: 

Resolved, That the board arrange for a yearly Orphans’ 
ane Festival upon any day it may deem suitable, except 

unday. 


Items 10 and 11 adopted. The whole report adopted.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 


Your Committee has in hand paragraphs A and D of the 
President’s Report, together with other matters, and begs leave 
to report as follows: 


1. A) LUTHER LEAGUES. 


a) We recommend the adoption of paragraphs 1-6 as pre- 
sented by the worthy President. 

b) Concerning section 7 we recommend to insert, “within 
the bounds of the district or beyond the same”; to make the 
whole paragraph read as follows: Whereas, such associations 
have no important problems to solve or resolutions to pass on 
of common or general import, the extension of the organization 
to larger bodies within the bounds of the district or beyond, 
should not be countenanced. 

c) Werecommend to adopt section 7 in this form. 


2 D) MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 


a) We recommend to change the By-Laws in regard to 
the organization of District Synods according to the recom- 
mendation of our worthy President. (D. 5). 

b) We recommend that our Proceedings be sent to the of- 
ficers of the different Lutheran Synods. 

c) Whereas doubt exists as to whether section 3, chapter 
IV of the Constitution had ever been adopted by Synod, there- 
fore we move that Synod vote on the question contained in sec- 
tion 3, chapter IV. 

d) We recommend to accept the recommendation of our 
worthy President (D. e) concerning the organization of a Com- 
mittee on Appeals. 

e) In regard to the letter of Pastor Boehme we herewith 
declare that according to our conviction based upon the Consti- 
tution of Synod before us, upon all questions referred to the 
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voting members of Synod the pastor is entitled to a vote as well 
as the congregation. 

f) In regard to Rev. Mollenauer’s letter in matters of be- 
stowing the right of suffrage upon every one who is required to 
attend the meeting of Joint Synod, we recommend that Synod 
leave matters as they are now. 

g) Concerning the question sent in by the English District 
in regard to the transfer of congregations from German to Eng- 
lish districts we recommend that such transfers be granted when 
the majority of regular services are conducted in the English 
language. 

h) Your Committee furthermore moves that Synod extend 
a vote of thanks to the worthy President for the faithful adminis- 
tration of his office. 


ACTION OF SYNOD ON THE SAME. 


In regard to point 1, it was resolved, that the whole ques- 
tion of Luther Leagues, as incorporated in the President's re- 
port, be referred to the several Districts for further discussion. 

2 a was adopted and resolved, that the Districts be required 
to act upon the same. 

2 b was amended so as to leave the matter referred to the 
General President. 

2 ¢ was adopted. Synod e voted on section 3, 
chapter IV, together with the addition of entitling teachers to 
vote. 

The whole was carried by a three-fourths majority vote and 
referred to the voting members of Synod for final decision in 
two years. 

2 d adopted. 

2 e was also adopted after considerable discussion. The 
Hon. President, however, declared himself as opposed to the 
sense of this resolution, and desired his name recorded in protest. 

The remaining items, F, g and h, were adopted.

A. PARLIAMENTARY RULES. 


REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE, AS 
ADOPTED. 


Your Committee was given certain rules prepared by a 
special committee, for examination and report on the same. 


GENERAL RULES. 


Any of the following rules may be changed or suspended by a ma- 
jority vote for any specific case, and for that case only: 

I. Rights and Duties of the President. 

1. The President shall take the chair precisely at the hour fixed by 
Synod, and shall immediately call Synod to order. 

2. The President shall have the general direction of Synod; he shall 
have the right to name any member to perform the duties of the chair; 
but such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 

3. The President shall act as chairman of the Preliminary Committee 
of Joint Synod, and shall appoint all standing committees unless other- 
wise ordered. 

4. When a member is about to speak he shall rise from his seat 
and respectfully address himself to “Mr. President,” and the President 
shall announce him by name. The member may then speak, either from 
his seat or the seat of any other member tendered him for the purpose, 
or from the stand. 

5. In all cases the member who shall first rise and address the Presi- 
dent shall speak first; but when two or more members rise at the same 
time the President shall announce the member who is to speak first. 

6. No member shall speak more than twice to the same question 
(unless otherwise defermined by Synod) except on doctrinal questions; 
and the member in speaking shall confine himself to the question under 
debate, and avoid personality. | 

7. Any membsr may call for a statement of the question, which 
the President may give sitting. 

8. Any member may call for a division of the question, and the 
decision of the President as fo its divisibility shall be subject to appeal 
as in questions of order. 
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9. Every member present when the question is put shall vote, unless 
the Synod, for special reasons, excuses him. 


10. Any member requesting to be excused from voting, may make 
a brief statement of the reasons for making such request, and the ques- 
tion shall then be taken, without further debate. 


Fil. In the absence of the President the Vice President takes the 
chair. 


II. Questions of Precedence. 


12. The following questions shall take precedence in the order named: 
a) To adjourn. 

b) To take a recess. 

c) To lie on the table. 

d) Previous question. 

e) To proceed to the orders of the day. 

f) To postpone to a day certain. 

g) To commit. 

h) To amend. 

i) To postpone indefinitely. 


III. Motions and Questions... 


13. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the President or 
Secretary so desire. 


14. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by the 
President; or being in writing, it may be read to the Synod by the Presi- 
dent or Secretary before debate. 


15. After a motion is stated or read by the President, or read by the 
Secretary, it shall be deemed to be in the possession of the Synod, but 
may be withdrawn by leave of the Synod at any time before a decision or 
amendment. 


16. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form: “You who are 
of the opinion” (as the question may be), “say aye’; and after the affirma- 
tive voice is expressed, “Those of a contrary opinion, say no.” If the 
President doubt or a division be called for, the Synod shall divide—those 
of the affirmative of the question first rising from their seats, and after- 
wards those in the negative, and the President shall determine by count, 
announcing the number. 


17. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except while a 
member is speaking, or while a vote is being taken; but being decided 
in the negative shall not be again entertained until some motion, call, 
order or discussion shall have taken place. 


18. The following questions shall be decided without debate, to-wit: 


To adjourn. 

To take a recess. 

To lie on the table. 

To take from the table. 
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IV. Amendments. | 

19. No motion or proposition upon a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment, and 
but one amendment to an amendment shall be admissible. 

20. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed divisible; and a 


refusal to strike out shall be equivalent to agreeing to the motion in 
that form, but shall not preclude furfher amendment by way of addition. 


V. Reconsideration. 


21. A motion to reconsider a vote must be made by a member who 


voted with the prevailing side. 


22. A motion to reconsider cannot be made during the session at 
which the vote was taken. 


VI. The Previous Qyestion. 

23. a) The previous question shall only be admitfed when demanded 
by five members, and until decided, shall preclude further debate and all 
amendments and motions. 

b) On questions of doctrine the previous question shall not be 
admitted. 


VII. Questions of Order. 


24. All questions of order shall be decided by the President without 
debate; such decisions shall be subject fo appeal to the Synod by any 
member; on which appeal no member shall speak more than once, unless 
by leave of the Synod, and the President may speak in preference to mem- 
bers, rising from his seat for that purpose. 


VIII. Committees. 


25. The first named member of any committee shall be the chair- 
man, and in his absence the next named member, unless the committee, 
by a majority, elect a chairman. No committee shall sit during the 
session of the Synod, without leave. The committees shall meet upon the 
call of their respective chairmen, and in case of his absence, or refusal to 
call the committee together, a meefing may be called by any two mem- 
bers of the committee. 


26. The several standing and select committees of the Synod shall 
have leave to report at any time on permission of Synod; but the report 
of any commitfee must be signed by a majority of its members before it 
can be received at the Secretary's desk; and when a majority of a com- 
mittee have reported, the minority may present their views. 


IX. Resolutions. 


27. Resolutions may be offered on leave, or under the head of mis- 
cellaneous business, or reported by a committee.
